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Che Manner of 
Celebrating Bioh Mass 


1. The rules and instructions given 
in The Manner of Celebrating Low 
Mass should be followed as far as 
they apply, and these added below as 


well. 2 

2. The missal is placed open on the 
Altar at the Epistle corner, and the 
Chalice and other things necessary are 
put ready on the credence, covered 
with the humeral veil. The Priest 
walks with Deacon and Subdeacon, 
who with heads covered hold their 
hands joined before the breast: the 
Acolytes bear the candlesticks before 
them with candles lighted, which are 
then placed on the credence. When 
the Celebrant has reached the lowest 
step of the Altar, standing there in 
the middle, with the Deacon on his 
right and the Subdeacon on his left, 
he makes with them the Preparation. 
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*If the Celebrant be a Bishop or 
Abbot celebrating with pontifical rites, 
he takes the vestments and other 
things as is directed in the Pontifical 
and Ceremonial of Bishops. And he 
must never omit the order of the 
Pontifical, whenever he celebrates with 
the Deacon and Subdeacon vested. 


3. This done, the Priest goes up 
with the sacred Ministers to the midst 
of the Altar; and having there said 
We beseech thee O aad and kissed 
the Altar, he puts incense into the 
censer, the Deacon ministering the 
boat and the Thurifer the censer. 
The Deacon, bowing a little to the 
Celebrant, says Pray, Sir, a blessing, 
and kisses the spoon and the Cele- 
brant’s hand before and after. The 
Celebrant puts incense thrice into the 
censer, saying the while Mayest thou 
be blessed etc.,and having put down 
the spoon makes the sign of the Cross 
with his right hand over the incense 
in the censer and blesses it. Then 
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the Deacon, having returned the boat, 
takes the censer and gives it to the 
Celebrant, kissing first the top of the 
chains and then the Celebrant’s right 
hand. The Celebrant making a deep 
bow to the Cross censes it thrice, say- 
ing nothing; and having again bowed 
to the Cross, he censes the Altar, as 
is directed in The Office of Celebrant. 


4. If the Tabernacle of the most Holy 
Sacrament be on the Altar, when he 
has taken the censer he genuflects, 
and this he always does whenever he 
passes before the midst of the Altar. 


5. The Deacon and Subdeacon assist 
the Celebrant on either side when he 
censes; and when they pass before 
the Cross they always genuflect (un- 
less the custom of the church be to 
bow, in which case they will always 
bow, and not genuflect, except to the 
Holy Sacrament). Then the Cele- 
brant, with the Deacon standing on 
his right and the Subdeacon on the 
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Deacon’s right at the Epistle corner, 
reads the Introit and Kyrie or Ten 
Commandments. (If the Gloria is to 
be sung at this place, he follows the 
directions in No. 16.) 


6. When he says The Lord be with 
you, and the Collects, the Deacon and 
Subdeacon stand one behind the other 
at the Celebrant’s back. Let us bow 
the knee is sung by the Deacon, and 
Arise by the Subdeacon, the former 
being the first to genuflect and the 
latter the first to rise; the Celebrant 
does not genuflect. Towards the end 
of the last Collect the Subdeacon 
takes the book of Epistles with both 
hands, and having genuflected in the 
middle goes to the Epistle side over 
against the Altar and sings the Epistle, 
which the Celebrant reads in a low 
voice, the Deacon assisting him on 
the right, and likewise the Gradual, 
Tract or Alleluia, etc. The Epistle 
ended, the Subdeacon again genu- 
flects in the middle to the Altar, goes 
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to the Celebrant, genuflects, kisses 
his hand, and is blessed by him, except 
in Masses of the Dead. 


7. Then the Subdeacon takes the 
Celebrant’s missal, carries it to the 
Gospel corner, and there serves the 
Celebrant, who says Cleanse my 
heart etc. in a low voice in the midst 
of the Altar, and then reads the 
Gospel, which he does not kiss at the 
end. When the book of Gospels has 
been brought by the Deacon to the 
Altar, he puts incense into the censer. 
Then the Deacon, kneeling before the 
Altar, says Cleanse my heart, and 
taking the Gospel-book from the 
Altar he kneels on the top step and 
asks the Celebrant’s blessing: then 
having kissed his hand he goes with 
the Subdeacon on his left, and the 
Thurifer and two Acolytes with 
lighted candles (which they have 
taken from the credence) before, to the 
place of the Gospel over against the 
Altar towards the people, and there, 
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while the Subdeacon holds the book 
between the two Acolytes holding 
their lighted candles, he says with 
hands joined The Lord be with you, 
and continues as is appointed in The 
Office of Deacon. The Celebrant, 
having blessed the Deacon, returns to 
the Epistle corner and stands there 
with hands joined. TheGospelended, 
the Priest kisses the book, which is 
brought to him by the Subdeacon, 
saying By the words etc., and is censed 
thrice by the Deacon. Then standing 
in the midst of the Altar he begins 
the Creed, if it is to be said, the 
Deacon and Subdeacon standing be- 
hind him, and going up, the Deacon 
to his right and the Subdeacon to his 
left, to continue it with him in a low 
voice to the end. 


8. When And was incarnate has been 
sung, the Deacon takes the burse from 
the credence, and carries it in both 
hands with the usual reverences to 
the Altar, on which he spreads the 
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Corporal, and returns to the Celebrant. 
When the Creed is not said, the Sub- 
deacon brings the burse with the 
Chalice, as below. 


9. When Let us pray has been said 
at the Offertory, the Deacon and Sub- 
deacon go to the Altar at the Epistle 
corner; the Deacon receives the 
Chalice from the hands of the Sub- 
deacon, who with the veil hanging 
from his shoulders has brought it with 
the Paten and Host covered with the 
Pall from the credence, holding it in 
his left hand and placing the other 
upon it over the veil, and accompanied 
by an Acolyte bearing the cruets of 
wine and water. The Deacon un- 
covers the Chalice and gives the Paten 
with the Host to the Celebrant, 
kissing his hand, while the Subdeacon 
wipes the Chalice with the purificator. 
The Deacon takes the wine cruet from 
the Subdeacon’s hand, and puts wine 
in the Chalice, and the Subdeacon 
meanwhile shews the water cruet to 
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the Celebrant, saying Pray, Sir, a 
blessing, who makes the sign of the 
Cross towards it and says the prayer 
O God who hast laid etc., while the 
Subdeacon pours a little water into 
the Chalice; the Deacon gives it to 
the Celebrant with the usual kisses, 
and holding the foot or supporting 
the Celebrant’s right arm, says with 
him We here present etc., and when 
it has been placed on the Altar he 
covers it with the Pall. Then he puts 
the Paten in the Subdeacon’s right 
hand, and he, standing at the Epistle 
corner, covers it with the end of the 
veil, and then goes behind the Cele- 
brant before the midst of the Altar, 
where having made a genuflection he 
stands holding the Paten raised until 
the end of the Lord’s Prayer, as 
below. In Masses of the Dead and 
on Good Friday the Paten is not held 
by the Subdeacon. 


10. The Celebrant, having said 
Come, O thou Fount of Holiness etc., 
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while the Deacon ministers the boat 
and says Pray, Sir, a blessing, puts 
incense into the censer, saying May 
blessed Michael etc. Then taking 
the censer from the Deacon’s hand, 
and without any reverence to the 
Cross, he censes the oblation, swinging 
the censer thrice over the Chalice and 
Host together in the form of a Cross, 
and thrice round the Chalice and Host, 
twice from right to left and once from 
left to right (the Deacon meanwhile 
holding the foot of the Chalice with 
his right hand), and distributing the 
words at each censing as is appointed 
in The Office of Celebrant. Then he 
makes the reverence, and censes the 
Cross and Altar, as above No. 3., the 
Deacon assisting, while he says Let 
my prayer etc.; when he censes the 
Cross, the Deacon moves the Chalice 
to the Epistle side (not off the Cor- 
poral), and when the Cross has been 
censed, puts it back in its place. When 
he gives the censer back to the Deacon 
he says May the Lord kindle etc.,

and is censed by him. Then the 
Deacon censes the choir, and lastly 
the Subdeacon: afterwards the Dea- 
con is himself censed by the Thurifer, 
who then censes the Acolytes and the 
people. When the Celebrant has 
been censed he washes his hands, the 
Acolytes ministering the water, basin 
and towel. 


11.. When there is a Communion, 
the Deacon, kneeling on the top step 
at the Epistle side, facing the Gospel 
side, makes the Confession, the Cele- 
brant and Ministers turning towards 
him meanwhile: the Celebrant then 
gives the Absolution, says the “ Com- 
fortable words,” and turns to the Altar 
for the Preface. When the Preface 
is said the Deacon and Subdeacon 
stand behind the Celebrant; a little 
before the Sanctus they go up to the 
Altar (if it be the custom for the 
Subdeacon to do so), and there on 
either side say the Sanctus with the 
Celebrant, and what follows up to the 
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Canon. Then the Deacon goes to 
the Celebrant’s left and assists him 
while he says the Canon, unless 
another Priest assist him, for then he 
stands on the right a little behind the 
Celebrant. The Subdeacon remains 
standing behind the Celebrant. 


12, At the end of the Preface two 
torches at least are lighted by the 
Acolytes; these are put out after the 
Elevation of the Chalice, unless there 
are some to be communicated, when 
they are extinguished after the Com- 
munion ; and on fasting-days and in 
Masses of the Dead they are kept 
lighted until the Communion. When 
the Celebrant says And grant that we 
receiving, the Deacon goes to his right 
hand, and kneeling there on the 
predella raises the edge of the chasuble 
when the Sacrament is elevated, and 
at the right time rises and uncovers 
and covers the Chalice, genuflecting 
with the Celebrant. The Subdeacon 
kneels in his place. The Thurifer 
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kneeling at the Epistle corner thrice 
censes the Host when it is elevated, 
and the Chalice likewise, incense being 
put in the censer without blessing. 
When the Chalice has been put down, 
the Deacon returns to the book, 
unless another stand there. All rise 
and stand in their places. 


13. When the Celebrant says But 
pardoning our offences, the Deacon 
genuflects to the Sacrament and goes 
to the Celebrant’s right, and at the 
right time uncovers the Chalice and 
adores with the Celebrant; he covers 
it again and adores in like manner. 
When the Celebrant begins Our 
Father, the Deacon, having genu- 
flected to the Sacrament, goes behind 
the Celebrant, and there stands while 
the Lord’s Prayer is said. 


14. At And forgive us our trespasses 
the Deacon, standing behind the 
Celebrant, makes a genuflection and 
goes up to his right, and the Sub- 
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deacon having genuflected in like 
manner goes up to the Epistle corner, 
and standing there delivers the Paten 
to the Deacon, who uncovers it, and 
first wiping it with the purificator 
gives it to the Celebrant with the 
usual kisses, and at the right time 
uncovers and covers the Chalice, 
genuflecting with the Priest. The 
Subdeacon, having delivered the Paten 
and laid aside the humeral veil, 
genuflects and then descends behind 
the Celebrant without genuflecting 
again: when The peace of the Lord 
is said, he genuflects and goes to the 
left of the Celebrant, and they say 
together the Agnus; then he genu- 
flects to the Sacrament and returns 
behind the Celebrant. The Deacon 
kneels and waits for the Pax: when 
the Celebrant kisses the Altar, he 
rises and kisses it at the same time 
outside the Corporal, and receives 
the Pax from the Celebrant, both of 
them embracing and bringing their 
left cheeks near to the other, the 
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Celebrant saying Peace be with thee, 
and the Deacon answering And with 
thy spirit. Then the Deacon, having 
again adored the Sacrament upon the 
Altar, turns to the Subdeacon behind 
the Celebrant, and gives him the Pax 
in like manner. The Subdeacon, 
having received the Pax from the 
Deacon, makes a genuflection to the 
Altar, and accompanied by an Acolyte 
(or the Master of Ceremonies) goes 
to the quire and gives the Pax to the 
first of each row, to those of higher 
dignity first, and then to those of 
less: then returning to the Altar, he 
genuflects and gives the Pax to the 
Acolyte who accompanied him, and 
who gives it to the other Acolytes. 
The Subdeacon then goes up to the 
right of the Celebrant, and when 
necessary uncovers the Chalice, and 
when the Celebrant will take the 
purification takes the wine-cruet and 
pours the wine into the Chalice. The 
Deacon, after giving the Pax to the 
Subdeacon, goes to the book; and 
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while the Celebrant receives Com- 
munion, he and the Subdeacon stand 
bowed profoundly towards the Altar. 

*At Pontifical Mass the Assistant- 
priest receives and delivers the Pax, as 
is directed in the Ceremonial. 


15. When Communion isto begiven, 
everything is observed as above, but 
he first communicates the Deacon and 
Subdeacon, and then the rest in order ; 
and the Deacon shall deliver to them 
the purification. Meanwhile the choir 
sings the Anthem called Communion. 


16. When the Celebrant has taken 
the ablutions, the Deacon carries the 
missal to the Epistle corner, and then 
goes behind the Celebrant. The Sub- 
deacon goes to the Gospel corner, 
where he cleanses the Chalice, lays the 
purificator over it and the Paten, and 
covers it with the Pall; he folds the 
Corporal, puts it in the burse, and 
places it on the veil which covers the 
Chalice, and arranges it on the credence 
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as before; then he goes to his place 
behind the Deacon. When the Cele- 
brant intones the hymn Glory be to 
God on high, the Deacon and Sub- 
deacon stand one behind the other at 
the Celebrant’s back; they go up to 
the Altar, and on either side, the 
Deacon on the right and the Subdea- 
con on the left, continue the hymn 
with the Celebrant in a low voice to 
the end. The Deacon turns with the 
Celebrant towards the people when he 
says Depart in peace. In Lent after 
the Postcommunion, when the Cele- 
brant has said Let us pray, the 
Deacon, turning at the Epistle corner 
to the people, says Bow down before 
the Lord; this said, he turns towards 
the Altar at the Celebrant’s back, and 
the Celebrant says the Prayer over 
the people. 


17. The Deacon and Subdeacon 
kneel on the predella while the Cele- 
brant blesses the people once only in 
the same voice and manner as at Low 
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Mass, unless he be a Bishop or Abbot 
celebrating with pontifical rites, as 
below: and having said the Gospel 
according to John, or other as ap- 
pointed, the Subdeacon ministering 
the card or book as convenient, he 
departs with the Ministers in the 
order and manner in which they came. 
*A Bishop blesses the people three 
times, as is directed in the Ceremonial. 


18. At Mass for the Dead the Altar 
is not censed at the Introit, and the 
Subdeacon, after singing the Epistle, 
does not kiss the Celebrant’s hand 
and is not blessed by him. Before 
the Gospel the Deacon does not ask 
the Celebrant’s blessing nor kiss his 
hand. The candles are not held at 
the Gospel nor is incense used, but 
two Acolytes stand without candles at 
the Subdeacon’s right and left. The 
book is not censed nor the Celebrant 
at the end; nor is the book carried to 
him to be kissed. The oblation and 
Altar are censed as usual, but the 
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Celebrant only is censed and no one 
else. The Subdeacon does not hold 
the Paten, but at the Elevation he 
kneels at the Epistle corner and censes 
the Sacrament. When the Ministers 
deliver anything to the Celebrant they 
do not kiss his hand nor the object 
delivered. 


19. If candles are to be distributed, 
they are distributed after the Epistle, 
and held lighted at the Gospel, at the 
Elevation of the Sacrament, and after 
the Mass while the Absolution is 
done. If there is to be a sermon it 
should be preached after the Mass and 
before the Absolution. 


20. The Mass ended, if the Absolu- 
tion is to be done, the Celebrant 
retires to the Epistle side, where he 
takes off the chasuble, lays aside the 
maniple, and puts on a black cope. 
The Subdeacon bears the Cross be- 
tween two Acolytes with lighted 
candles as at Processions, two other 
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Acolytes going in front, one with the 
censer and incense boat, the other 
with the bowl of holy water and 
the sprinkler. The Celebrant, having 
first made a reverence to the Altar, 
follows with the Deacon on his left. 
The Subdeacon with the Cross stands 
at the foot of the bier of the dead or 
catafalque, facing towards the Altar 
between the aforesaid Acolytes with 
their candles: the Celebrant stands at 
the other side between the bier and 
the Altar, turned a little to the Epistle 
side, so that he may see the Sub- 
deacon’s Cross; at his left stands the 
Deacon, and near him the two Aco- 
lytes with the holy water bowl and the 
censer. Meanwhile is sung Deliver 
me O Lord, and towards the end the 
Celebrant puts incense in the censer, 
blessing it as usual, the Deacon 
ministering the boat. When Kyrie 
eleison is ended, he begins in a clear 
voice Our Father, and continuing it 
secretly, takes the sprinkler from the 
Deacon’s hand, and having made a 
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reverence to the Altar, accompanied by 
the Deacon on his right, who holds 
the front edge of the cope, he goes 
round the bier and sprinkles it with 
holy water, thrice on the right side 
and thrice on the left. When he 
passes before the Cross he bows 
profoundly, and the Deacon genuflects. 
Afterwards he takes the censer from 
the hand of the Deacon and censes in 
the same manner as he aspersed. 
Then returning to his former place, 
the Deacon holding the book, he says 
with hands joined :— 

Yy. And lead us not into tempta- 
tion. RZ. But deliver us from evil. 

Y. From the gate of hell. RZ. De- 
liver (his) soul, O Lord. 

Y. May (he) restin peace. RZ. A- 
men. 

Y. Lord hear my prayer. RZ. And 
let my cry come unto thee. 

VY. TheLordbewithyou. RZ. And 
with thy spirit. 
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God, whose nature and proper- 
() ty is ever to have mercy and to 

forgive: absolve the soul of 
thy servant N. from every stain of sin; 
that at the general resurrection in the 
last day (he) may be numbered among 
thy saints and elect. Through Christ 
our Lord. RZ. Amen. 

Then the Celebrant makes the sign 
of the Cross with his right hand over 
the bier, saying: 

Y. Rest eternal grant unto (him) O 
Lord. RZ. And may light perpetual 
shine upon (him). 

The cantors having sung May (he) 
rest in peace, RZ. Amen, he returns 
with the others to the Sacristy pre- 
ceded by the Cross. 

If the Office is done for several 
dead persons, then all shall be said in 
the plural number.

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1. The clergy, vested in cassock and 
surplice or cotta, should come from 
the sacristy, two and two, keeping 
the same distance from the pairs in 
front and behind, with measured pace, 
grave deportment, heads uncovered, 
and holding their birettas with both 
hands below the breast. 


2. Having arrived at the Altar they 
genuflect to the Cross (unless it be 
the custom of the church to bow, in 
which case they will always bow and 
not genuflect, except to the Blessed 
Sacrament), being careful to do so 
exactly together; the second and 
third pair, and so on in turn, will 
genuflect in the same place and manner 
as the first, so that those who follow 
must walk more slowly, that those 
in front may genuflect without any 
appearance of hurry. After the genu- 
flection each pair face one another, 
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bow, and go to their places at either 
side of the quire, where they remain 
standing. 


3- During High Mass they stanp 
from the time the sacred Ministers 
go up to the Altar after the Prepara- 
tion until they have said the Kyrie; 
while the Celebrant sings the Col- 
lects; while the Deacon sings the 
Gospel, until the Celebrant has ended 
the Creed; during the singing of The 
Lord be with you and Let us pray at 
the Offertory ; while the choir is being 
censed ; while the Celebrant sings the 
Preface, until he has said the Sanctus ; 
after the Elevation, until the Priest 
has received the Precious Blood; 
and from The Lord be with you at 
the Postcommunion until the end of 


Mass. 


4. They kneex from the beginning 
of Mass until the Celebrant and 
Ministers ascend to the Altar; when 
the Deacon says Let us bow the 
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knee, rising when the Subdeacon sings 
Arise; when the Subdeacon sings in 
the Epistle At the Name of Jesus 
every knee should bow until the words 
under the earth; in Lent while Help 
us O God, and at Pentecost Come 
Holy Ghost, is sung at the Gradual ; 
during the singing of And was incar- 
nate, and at the Word was made 
flesh, in the Masses of Christmas and 
the Annunciation; during the Con- 
fession and Absolution ; and from the 
Sanctus until after the Elevation. 
At ferial Masses in Advent, Lent, 
Ember-tide, and Vigils (whether fast- 
days or not), and at Masses of the 
Dead, they kneel at the Collects, from 
the Sanctus until The peace of the 
Lord etc. inclusive, and at the Post- 
communions; except on the Vigils of 
Christmas, Easter, and Whitsunday, 
and the Ember-days of Pentecost. 


5. They str coverep from the time 
the Celebrant has said the Kyrie until 
he sings The Lord be with you (or 
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intones the Gloria, if it be sung here), 
or during the singing of the Kyrie or 
Commandments from the time the 
Celebrant sits down till the Ministers 
rise; while the Creed and Gloria 
are sung, when the Celebrant and 
Ministers sit down; from the begin- 
ning of the Offertory until the Preface, 
or until the Deacon comes to cense 
the choir (except during the Confes- 
sion and Absolution) ; and after the 
Priest has made his Communion 
until The Lord be with you before 
the Postcommunion; when Holy 
Communion is given, not until it 
is ended. 


6. The clergy take off the biretta 
whenever they stand up, and when- 
ever they bow, as when saluting the 
sacred Ministers, etc. They take off 
the zucchetto when genuflecting, at 
the singing of the Gospel, when being 
censed, from the beginning of the 
Sanctus till the first ablution, when 
receiving the Pax, and at the blessing. 
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7. The clergy bow while the choir 
sings Glory be to the Father until 
As it was in the beginning; at the 
Name of Jesus, or of Mary, or of the 
Saint commemorated; and at the usual 
times during the singing of the Creed, 
Gloria, and Preface. Prelates and 
Canons in their own church bow pro- 
foundly at the blessing, all others kneel. 


8. When the Subdeacon gives the 
Pax to the first in rank of the choir, 
the latter salutes him, and placing his 
hands under the elbows of the Sub- 
deacon, while the latter’s rest on his 
shoulders, he leans his head towards 
the Subdeacon’s left cheek; the Sub- 
deacon says Peace be with thee, to 
which he answers And with thy spirit. 
He then bows again to the Subdeacon, 
and turning to the one next him 
gives him the Pax in the same way in 
which it was given to him. He who 
gives the Pax bows after giving it, 
but not before; he who receives it, 
bows both before and afterwards. 
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g. If the clergy are to communicate, 
they go to the middle (without biretta 
or zucchetto), two and two, with 
hands joined. The sacred Ministers 
communicate first, and then the Priests 
in order, who should wear stoles of 
the colour of the day, and if Prelates 
over the mozetta or mantelletta ; after 
them the Acolytes present themselves. 
Those who have communicated should 
descend at once on each side from the 
Altar, that the next pair may go up 
between them, and then turn and 
make a genuflection on the pavement 
in a straight line with them. All 
should communicate on the edge of 
the predella. The laity receive Com- 
munion at the balustrade of the quire, 
or kneeling on the pavement at the 
foot of the Altar. 


10. The same order is to be ob- 
served when they go to receive blessed 
candles, ashes, or palms from the 
Celebrant, or to kiss relicks; in such 
cases each holds his biretta and zuc- 
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chetto in his hands, and kisses first 
the object blessed, and then the Priest’s 
hand who presents it. 


11. If anyone leave the quire (which 
should not be done without necessity), 
he should go to the centre, genuflect, 
salute the choir on the Gospel side 
and then on that of the Epistle (unless 
the Celebrant is sitting on this side, 
when he would begin with it), and 
then depart. Those who enter after 
the service has begun should observe 
the same rules. None should enter 
or leave while the Celebrant is saying 
the Confession at the Preparation, or 
during the singing of the Collects, 
the Gospel, Glory be to the Father, 
or when the choir kneel at the Creed 
or Gradual. 


12. Mass ended, and the Acolytes 
having departed from the quire, the 
last on each side go straight to meet 
each other in the centre, and having 
genuflected togetherand turned round, 
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they follow the Acolytes; all the 


others do the same in succession, and 
retire to the sacristy in the same order 
as they entered the quire. Having 
reached the sacristy they part in two 
lines, and when the Celebrant arrives, 
return his salute. They then unvest.

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Manner of the Asperges 
or Sptrinkling of bolp Hater 


1. The aspersion of holy water 
should be done on all Sundays 
throughout the year (except when 
the Bishop celebrates solemnly) at the 
principal Mass, even though it be 
read. As the Celebrant should do the 
aspersion, the chasuble and maniple, 
and the maniples of the Deacon 
and Subdeacon, should be put on the 
bench where they will sit. The book 
containing the prayers should also be 
ready. 


2. The water should be blessed the 
same day by the Celebrant or other 
Priest (except on Easter Day and 
Whitsunday, when water blessed in 
the font the day before, and taken 
from it before the pouring in of the 
oil and Chrism, is used). The salt 
once blessed may be kept for use as 
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Manner of the Asperges 


long as convenient. When the Cele- 
brant is to bless the water, a vessel of 
water is put ready in the sacristy on a 
table covered with white, a covered 
salt-vase, a towel, the empty holy 
water bowl or vase with sprinkler, a 


missal or ritual, and a towel for the 
Thurifer. 


3. The Celebrant and Ministers vest, 
but the Celebrant does not put on 
the cope, nor the others the folded 
chasubles, when used, until after the 
blessing of the water. They go to 
the table, where the Priest reads the 
exorcisms and prayers in a low voice 
with hands joined, while the Thurifer 
or an Acolyte holds the book open at 
his left. The Deacon holds the salt 
before him when he puts it in the 
water, and then gives him the towel 
with the usual kisses. 


4. The Thurifer shuts the book 
and puts in on the table, and the 
Ministers put on their vestments. 
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Manner of the Asperges 


The Thurifer pours some of the holy 
water into the bowl and dries it with 
the towel; he then puts the sprinkler 
in the water, and holds the bowl 
with his right hand before his- breast. 
When the sign is given, they go 
to the Altar as usual, the Thurifer 
walking before the Acolytes, and the 
Celebrant between the sacred Minis- 
ters, who hold back the borders of 
his cope. No one takes holy water 
at the door of the sacristy. 


5. At the Altar the Thurifer goes 


to the Epistle side, so as to be at the 
right of the Deacon, and the Acolytes 
genuflect with the Ministers, put their 
candles on the credence, and kneel 
near it. The Celebrant and Ministers 
kneel on the lowest step, even in 
Easter-tide; the clergy in quire do 
not kneel at all. 


6. The Deacon takes the sprinkler 
above the middle, and gives it to 
the Celebrant with the usual kisses. 
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Manner of the Asperges 


The Celebrant intones the Antiphon, 
asperses the Altar in the middle, 
towards the Gospel side, and then 
towards the Epistle side, signs his 
forehead with the sprinkler, and then, 
standing up, asperses the Deacon and 
Subdeacon, who bow while being 
aspersed, and then rise. The Cele- 
brant gives the sprinkler to the 
Deacon, who restores it to the Thuri- 
fer. Having made the due reverence 
to the Cross or the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, if it be there, they go to the 
side of the quire of higher dignity, 
salute the choir, and the Deacon takes 
the sprinkler from the Thurifer and 
gives it to the Priest. If the clergy 
be not many, each one may be as- 
persed, otherwise it suffices to asperse 
towards the middle, left, and right. 
They repeat the bow, go to the other 
side of the quire, and do likewise. 


7. Canons in their church should 
be aspersed individually with a bow 
before and after. Then the Priest 
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Manner of the Asperges 


asperses the servers at the credence, 
and lastly the people, either going 
round the church, or standing at the 
entrance of the quire and aspersing 
towards the middle, the left, and the 
right. The clergy take off even the 
zucchetto and bow their heads, when 
being aspersed, with hands joined. 
The Celebrant recites Psalm 51. Have 
mercy, after the Antiphon, and in 
Eastertide Psalm 118. O give thanks, 
if he knows it by heart. The choir 
repeats the whole of the Antiphon. 


8. After the aspersion the Deacon 
gives back the sprinkler to the Thuri- 
fer: they go to the Altar, and having 
made the proper reverence, stand 
there. The Master of Ceremonies 
delivers the book to the Deacon, 
who, aided by the Subdeacon, holds 
it before the Celebrant. The Cele- 
brant, having said the Psalm and 
Antiphon, says Our Father and the 
versicles, and then the Collect Al- 
mighty God, unto whom all hearts 
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be open (unless the Lord’s Prayer 
and Collect for Purity be said at the 
Preparation, for in that case he says 
the prayer O Lord holy ). 


g. After the prayer the Celebrant 
and Ministers salute the Altar and go 
to the bench; the clergy in quire sit 
down. The Celebrant, with his face 
turned to the Altar, lays aside his 
cope, and the Master of Ceremonies 
puts on his maniple and chasuble; 
the Acolytes then put on the Minis- 
ters’ maniples. The clergy rise, the 
Ministers salute them, and the Mass 
begins. 


10. When the Bishop is present at 
the aspersion :— 


The Celebrant does not asperse 
himself after the aspersion of the 
Altar, but, leaving his Ministers at 
the Altar, goes accompanied by the 
Master of Ceremonies and a clerk 
with the holy water before the Bishop, 
to whom he makes a profound bow, 
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Manner of the Asperges 


and presents the sprinkler with the 
usual kisses. The Bishop, having 
taken holy water himself, asperses the 
Celebrant and his own Ministers, and 
gives back the sprinkler, which the 
Celebrant receives in the usual man- 
ner, and having made a profound bow, 
gives the sprinkler to the clerk, and 
returns to the foot of the Altar, 
where he makes the due reverence, 
and asperses the Deacon and Sub- 
deacon. He proceeds as on other 
occasions, except that he is accom- 
panied only by the Master of Cere- 
monies and clerk; the Ministers 
remain standing at the foot of the 
Altar. 

*If it be convenient, it shall suffice 
that the Celebrant asperse only the 
Altar, himself, and the sacred Minis- 
ters; but he shall say the Psalm and 
the Prayer as is appointed.

Errvurs Commonly 
Conmnitien 


The following mistakes in the cele- 
bration of the Communion are of 
somewhat frequent occurrence in cer- 
tain churches, and are here set forth 
that they may be guarded against. 


IN THE PERFORMANCE OF THE OFFICE 
oF CELEBRANT :— 

It is wrong to say the Lord’s 
Prayer and Collect for Purity after 
the Introit. These prayers are part 
of the Preparation, and are to be said 
before. 

It is wrong to remain turned to 
the people at the Epistle corner; it 
is better, therefore, to say the Ten 
Commandments at the middle of the 
Altar, facing the people. If he says 
the Commandments only with the 
Ministers, he will, of course, do so 
at the Epistle corner, facing the book. 
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It is wrong to consecrate more 
bread and wine than is required for 
Communion; the Mass is not a ser- 
vice of Benediction, nor of Exposition. 

It is wrong to reserve the Sacra- 
ment until the end of Mass, except 
for the sick, or to be placed in the 
Tabernacle. If it is reserved on the 
Altar (as is commonly done when 
the ablutions are not taken till the 
end), the rules set forth for the end 
of the Mass on Maundy Thursday 
must be followed. 

If, however, the ablutions are post- 
poned till the end, even if the Blessed 
Sacrament has not been consumed, 
it is wrong to remain in the middle 
of the Altar after Communion: this 
practice destroys the whole ceremonial 
structure of the Liturgy, neither is it 
done in any circumstances, even when 
the Holy Sacrament is exposed over 
the Altar, or, as on Maundy Thurs- 
day, is openly reserved on the Altar. 

If the ablutions are postponed, but 
the Sacrament has been consumed, it 
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is wrong to genuflect to the empty 
Chalice. It is strictly forbidden by 
authority to genuflect to a Chalice or 
vessel which is exhausted but not 
purified, as also to refrain from turn- 
ing the back on such unpurified vessel 
or Chalice. 

If the ablutions are postponed until 
after the Blessing, it is wrong to say 
“ Post-ablution ”’ Collects after taking 
them. The Post-communion Col- 
lects are to be said after Communion, 
and wot after taking ablutions after 
the Mass has been finished. The 
last Gospel should be said at once 
after the Blessing, and then the ablu- 
tions taken. 

It is wrong to omit The Lord be 
with you and similar salutations, if 
Glory be to thee O Lord is interpo- 
lated before the Gospel. 

It is wrong to make the sign of 
the Cross with the Host when turn- 
ing round to say Behold the Lamb of 
God before giving Communion: the 
Mass is not the service of Benediction.

Conunon Crrors 


It is wrong to whisper the Canon 
of the Latin rite (if it is said) and to 
alter the voice for that of the English. 

It is wrong to forget that the 
prayers are said to God and not to 
the people, who should only hear 
those parts which are directed to be 
said in the loud voice. 

It is wrong to bow the head when 
genuflecting. 

It is wrong to wait at the Altar for 
the Sanctus or other singing to end 
before proceeding with the Liturgy. 

It is wrong to sing more than the 
intonations of the Creed and Gloria, 
The Lord be with you, Let us pray, 
the Collects, Preface, Lord’s Prayer 
and Post-communion Collects. The 
Blessing is ot sung except by a 
Bishop. 

He should be careful, when an- 
nouncing the Gospel, not to repeat 
the word “Gospel,” nor to say 
“Saint”; he should say The holy 
Gospel is written in the (sixth) chap- 
ter of ( John) beginning at the (first) 
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verse. At the last Gospel he should 
say The beginning of the holy Gospel 
according to John. 

When the hands are laid on the 
Altar, they are to be placed outside 
the corporal before the Consecration 
and after the ablutions: between 
these times they are to be placed 
upon the corporal, and the thumb 
and forefinger of each hand are to be 
kept joined and not disjoined except 
to handle the consecrated Host. 

The Celebrant, when turning to the 
people, should do so by his right, 
and back the same way, not com- 
pleting the circle; he only does this 
when saying Let us pray for the 
whole state etc., and at the Blessing, 
when he goes to the Gospel corner to 
say the last Gospel. 


IN THE PERFORMANCE OF THE OFFICES 
oF DEACON AND SUBDEACON :— 


They should not put on their ma- 
niples or birettas (or folded chasubles, 
if used) until the Celebrant is vested. 
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Conunon Crrovs 


They should give their birettas and 
that of the Celebrant to the Master of 
Ceremonies when they have entered 


_ the quire. 


They should not bow, as is some- 
times done, when the Celebrant kisses 
the Altar, but stand upright. 

They should not move if the Cele- 
brant says the Commandments in the 
middle of the Altar. 

If it be the custom of the church 
to bow to the Altar and not to genu- 
flect, they will always do this, except 
to the Blessed Sacrament: so that the 
Deacon will bow to the Celebrant, and 
not kneel, when receiving his blessing 
before the Gospel ; and the Subdeacon 
will not kneel, but bow, when being 
blessed after singing the Epistle. 


The Deacon also should take note 
that 
It is wrong to move, or to take 
the Gospel-book, until the Celebrant 
begins to read the Gospel. 
It is wrong to say Cleanse my 
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heart etc. before the incense is blessed ; 
it should be said after this. 

It is wrong to omit The Lord be 
with you Or Depart in peace, if Glory 
be to thee O Lord 1s interpolated 
before the Gospel. 

It is wrong to face the people when 
singing the Gospel unless it is sung 
from a pulpit, lectern, or ambone. 

It is wrong for him to cense the 
choir, if there be no clergy in quire. 

It is wrong to kneel facing the 
Altar when making the Confession ; it 
should be done facing the Gospel side. 

There is no object gained in omit- 
ting the kisses, but it is wrong to 
give them at a Mass of the Dead. 

He should be careful to announce 
the Gospel correctly, as is directed 
above for the Celebrant. ‘ 


The Subdeacon should also take note 
that 
It is wrong to face the people when 
singing the Epistle, unless it is sung 
from a pulpit, lectern, or ambone. 
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If not wearing a humeral veil, it is 
wrong to stand still doing nothing ; 
he should act as at Mass for the 
Dead. 

It is wrong to kneel at the Con- 
fession; he should turn to face 
towards the Deacon. 

It is wrong to kneel after the 
Consecration. 

He should announce the Epistle 
thus: The Epistle is written in the 
(tenth ) chapter of Blessed (Paul) the 
Apostle (to the Romans ), beginning 
at the ( fifth) verse. 


Tue Tuurirer should refrain from 
swinging the censer more than is 
merely necessary to keep it alight ; he 
need not wave it wildly to and fro, as 
is sometimes done. 

When Mass is sung without Deacon 
and Subdeacon, the Acolytes kneel in 
their places throughout the Mass, 
except at the Gospel and when they 
are doing something. This also 
applies to Low Mass, and the Server 
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need not join in saying the Creed, 
Sanctus, Gloria, or Lord’s Prayer in 
a loud voice (as is often done), but 
say only the responses appointed, lest 
he disturb the Celebrant. 

The head should not be bowed 
when making a genuflection, but the 
back kept perfectly straight ; and the 
same when kneeling, except only at 
the Consecration. The head should 
never be put on the floor. 
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QA few general recommendations 
for the conduct of bigh ABass 


The Processional Cross is used 
only at Processions (if such take 
place), and never otherwise, nor at 
the Asperges. The Celebrant should 
not enter preceded by the Cross, un- 
less he is a Metropolitan. 

If a Procession is desired before 
the principal Mass on Sundays, the 
Asperges makes quite a good one. 

Praise be to thee O Christ is xot 
sung after the Gospel at High Mass. 

The Torch-bearers should not re- 
main after the Consecration, except 
there be a Communion, or it be a 
fasting-day, or Mass for the Dead. 

The Congregation may sit, and 
not kneel, during the Epistle and 
Gradual; from the Creed until the 
Confession ; from the Preface until the 
Sanctus; and during the Gloria. 
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They should stand during the 
Gospel, the Creed (until the sacred 
Ministers sit down), and the Gloria 
(until the sacred Ministers sit down). 

During the rest of the service they 
- should kneel—namely, from the be- 
ginning of Mass until the Epistle ; 
during the Confession and Absolu- 
tion; from the Sanctus until the 
ablutions ; and at the Blessing. 

They should not stand up when 
the choir enters, but should kneel 
down when the Celebrant and Minis- 
ters enter. 

They may also stand, instead of 
kneeling, for the Collects and Post- 
communions. 
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Che Manner of giving 
Boly Conmunion 
out of Mass 


1. As it often happens that Holy 
Communion has to be given out of 
Mass, it will be useful to give the 
Priest some instructions concerning 
it. He washes his hands, and vests 
in cotta or surplice, and stole of the 
colour of the office of the day. If he 
be a Canon, and have the use of the 
cappa, he should lay it aside, and take 
a cotta and stole. Thus vested, he 
puts on his biretta, and goes to the 
Altar of the Blessed Sacrament with 
hands joined, and preceded by a 
Clerk who carries the corporal in a 
burse. Before the Altar kneel they 
that are to receive Communion, the 
houselling-cloth spread before them, 
and the vessel for the purification is 
prepared on the Altar with wine and 
water. 
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Communion out of Mass 


2. Having arrived at the Altar, he 
gives his biretta to the Clerk, and 
makes in the middle a genuflection on 
the pavement. Then he ascends to 
the Altar, spreads out the corporal, 
and places the burse as at Mass. 
Having then opened the Tabernacle, 
he genuflects, takes out the Ciborium, 
and puts it on the corporal. He un- 
covers it, and putting the cover 
behind on the corporal, again genu- 
flects. Then turning to the people 
facing towards the Epistle side (that 
he turn not his back on the Holy 
Sacrament), he says Ye that do truly 
etc.,as in the Mass. The Confession 
being made, and the Absolution pro- 
nounced, he turns back, genuflects, 
and continues all as at the Ministration 
of Holy Communion during Mass. 
But when he returns to the Altar, 
after all have communicated, he places 
the Ciborium on the corporal, genu- 
flects, and lightly rubs together the 
thumb and forefinger of his right 
hand over the Ciborium. Then, still 
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Manner of gibing 


keeping the thumb and forefinger 
joined, he covers the Ciborium, with- 
out again genuflecting, and purifies 
his fingers in the small vase prepared 
for the purpose, wiping them with the 
purificator. While doing this he says 
the Antiphon O sacred banquet etc., 
in Easter-tide adding Alleluia. After 
this he says ¥Y. Thou gavest them etc., 
the Clerk responding RJ. Containing 
within itself etc. They add Alleluia 
during Easter-tide and throughout 
the Octave of Corpus Christi. The 
Priest then says YW. O Lord hear my 
prayer. RZ. And let my cry etc. ; The 
Lord be with you, Let us pray, and the 
Prayer O God, who under a wonderful 
Sacrament etc., the Clerk making the 
proper answers. In Easter-tide instead 
of this prayer he says: Pour forth upon 
us, O Lord, the spirit of thy charity : 
that of thy lovingkindness thou 
wouldest make us, whom thou hast 
satisfied with paschal Sacraments, to 
be of one heart and of one mind. 
Through Christ our Lord. RZ. Amen. 
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3. The Priest then replaces the Ci- 
borium in the Tabernacle, genuflects, 
and closes it. Then raising his eyes 
to the Cross, extending and joining 
his hands, and bowing his head to the 
Cross, he says The blessing of God 
Almighty, and turning towards those 
who have received Communion, con- 
tinues the Father *, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost, making the sign of 
the Cross towards them with his 
right hand, and ending be upon you 
and remain with you always, he turns 
to the Altar by the same side, with- 
out completing the circle, while the 
Clerk answers Amen. The Priest 
folds the corporal, puts it into the 
burse and gives it to the Clerk, or 
carries it himself. He bows to the 
Cross, descends to the pavement, 
genuflects, covers, and departs to the 
sacristy. 


4. When a Priest, vested in the 
sacred vestments, gives Holy Com- 
munion immediately before or after 
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Communion out of Mass 


Mass, he does so in the manner pre- 
scribed above. 


5. The rules are not the same for 
taking the Ciborium from the Taber- 
nacle if Holy Communion is given 
during Mass. Then, after receiving 
the Precious Blood, the Priest covers 
the Chalice, and places it at the edge 
of the corporal on the Gospel side. 
Then, keeping the thumb and fore- 
finger of each hand joined, he removes 
the Altar-card from the middle, opens 
the Tabernacle, genuflects, and takes 
out the Ciborium; he continues the 
rest as is directed above, except that 
at the end he does not say any 
Prayer, nor wipe his fingers, but, as 
soon as he has genuflected, covers the 
Ciborium, puts it in the Tabernacle, 
closes it after another genuflection, 
and proceeds with the Mass as usual ; 
neither does he give the communi- 
cants any blessing, as he will do so at 
the end of the Mass. 
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The 
Pifire vf Celebrant 


1. The Celebrant should make him- 
self well acquainted with the tone of 
those parts of the Mass which he is 
required to sing according to the rank 
of the Mass. 


2. Havingspentsome time in prayer, 
he washes his hands, and aided by the 
sacred Ministers, who are already 
vested, he vests, using the appointed 
prayers. 


3- When vested he puts on his bi- 
retta, and remains until the signal to 
depart is given. He then uncovers, 
makes a reverence to the Cross or 
image, bows to both the Ministers, 
and puts on his biretta. When he 
receives holy water from the Deacon, 
he uncovers. He proceeds to the 
Altar behind the Deacon, with hands 
joined and eyes cast down. Should 
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The Office of Celebrant 


he pass before the Altar of the Blessed 
Sacrament he genuflects, if before the 
High Altar he bows low. If before 
an Altar where the bell is ringing for 
the Elevation, he kneels down between 
the sacred Ministers until itis done, 
or where the Holy Sacrament is ex- 
posed he kneels down and bows low. 


4. On entering the quire he un- 
covers, gives his biretta to the Deacon, 
salutes the clergy who may be in the 
quire, and then makes a low bow to 
the Cross or a genuflection if the 
Blessed Sacrament be there. 


5. At the words to you brethren 
and you brethren he bows towards 
the Deacon and then to the Subdeacon. 
After the Preparation he ascends to the 
Altar and kisses it. He then puts 
incense in the censer three times, say- 
ing Be thou blessed by him in whose 
honour thou shalt be burned, and with 
his left hand placed on the Altar makes 
over it the sign of the Cross. 
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6. He receives the censer from the 
Deacon, and having made a low bow 
to the Cross, or a genuflection if the 
Blessed Sacrament be there (in which 
case he places his left hand on the 
Altar), he censes the Cross with three 
double swings. He bows again to the 
Cross, and without moving from the 
centre censes any statues or relicks 
placed between the candlesticks on the 
Gospel side with two swings; and 
after another bow to the Cross those 
on the Epistle side with two swings. 
(If there be no relicks or statues these 
four swings are omitted.) Having 
bowed to the Cross he censes the table 
of the Altar on the Epistle side with 
three single swings, at equal distances, 
walking so as to accompany each step 
with a swing. At the Epistle corner 
he lowers his hand and censes the 
lower part with one swing and the 
upper with another; turning round 
and raising his hand he censes the 
table of the Altar as far as the centre 
with three swings, and having arrived 
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The Oifice of Celebrant 


there makes the due reverence and 
censes the other side in like manner. 
Having censed the upper and lower 
parts of the Gospel corner, he raises 
the censer, without changing his 
position, and censes the upper part of 
the table of the Altar with three swings 
towards the middle; then, lowering 
his hand, he censes the front part of 
the Gospel side with three swings, 
walking as far as the centre, where he 
makes the proper reverence, and con- 
tinues, censing the front of the Epistle 
side as far as the corner with three 
swings. He then gives the censer to 
the Deacon, and is himself censed by 
him. 


7. Then he says the Introit and Ten 
Commandments or Kyrie with the 
sacred Ministers. If these are sung 
by Cantors and choir, he may go to sit 
down, having first bowed to the Cross. 
When seated, he receives his biretta 
from the Deacon, and before rising he 
restores it to him. While seated he 
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holds both hands on his knees upon 
the chasuble. At the proper time he 
returns to the Altar, and before reach- 
ing the centre salutes the clergy, on 
the left and then on the right. 


8. Having arrived at the foot of the 
Altar, he makes the proper reverence 
and ascends the predella. (If the 
Glory be to God on high is to be 
sung here, he intones it, following the 
directions in No, 21.) He then kisses 
the Altar, and turning to the people 
sings The Lord be with you and then 
the Collects, with one of the two 
Collects for the King, if the custom 
obtain. 


g. The Collects ended, he reads the 
Epistle, and Gradual, etc. 


10. When the Subdeacon has sung 
the Epistle, the Celebrant, with his 
left hand placed on the Altar, puts his 
right on the Missal for the Subdeacon 
to kiss, and then makes the sign of 
the Cross over him without words. 
He goes to the centre and says the 
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Cleanse my heart, reads the Gospel 
without kissing it or saying By the 
words etc., and then returns to the 
centre to bless the incense. 

* If there be any verse in the Gradual 
at which when sung by the choir it is 
requisite to kneel, he does so with his 
Ministers on the edge of the predella. 


11. When the Deacon, after saying 
Cleanse my heart, kneels before him 
with the Missal in his hands, he turns 
to him to give him the blessing, and 
having said with hands joined The 
Lord be in thy heart etc., he puts his 
hand on the book to be kissed. 


12. The Deacon having gone down, 
the Celebrant goes to the Epistle side, 
and remains with hands joined turned 
towards the Altar until the Deacon 
begins the Gospel, when he turns to- 
wards him. He makes the usual sign 
of the Cross at the beginning of the 
Gospel. At the Name of JESUS he 
bows towards the Cross; at that of 
Mary, or of the Saint whose feast or 
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commemoration is celebrated, towards 
the book. 


13. He kisses the beginning of the 
text of the Gospel, brought him by the 
Subdeacon, saying By the words etc. 
He is then censed by the Deacon, and 
goes to the middle, intones the Creed, 
if it is to be said, and continues it in 
a low voice with the sacred Ministers. 
Having made the proper reverence he 
goes to sit down. 

*In the three Masses of Christmas 
Day and in that of the Annunciation 
he kneels when the choir sings And 
was incarnate. When the feast of the 
Annunciation is transferred, he kneels 
only on the day to which it is trans- 
ferred. 


14. At the signal of the Master of 
Ceremonies, at the end of the Creed 
or sermon if there be one, he returns 
to the Altar by the longer way as after 
the Kyrie. He kisses the Altar, sings 
The Lord be with you, and, turning 
back, Let us pray. 
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15. Having said the Offertory he 
takes the paten with the Host from 
the Deacon ; having blessed the water, 
with his left hand on the Altar, and said 
the prayer O God who hast laid etc., he 
receives the Chalice from the Deacon, 
and with him says We here present etc. 


16. Having said the prayers With 
humble spirits and Come O thou fount 
of holiness, he puts incense in the 
censer, saying May blessed Michael 
etc., and at the word bless blesses it. 
Taking the censer, he censes the obla- 
tion without any reverence, making 
three signs of the Cross over the Host 
and Chalice with the censer, saying at 
the first Bless, at the second this 
incense, and at the third and take it 
up to thee,O Lord. He then describes 
three circles round the Chalice and 
Host, the first two by swinging the 
censer from right to left, and the third 
from left to right, saying at the first 
And let thy mercy, at the second come 
down, and at the third upon us. 
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17. Having thus censed the oblation, 
he makes the proper reverence and 
censes the Cross and Altar as before 
the Introit, but arranging the words 
as below :— 


At the first swing he says Let my 
prayer; at the second O Lord; at the 
third be set forth; (while walking 
along he says) at the fourth swing in 
thy sight; at the fifth as the incense ; 
at the sixth and let the lifting up; at 
the seventh of my hands be; at the 
eighth an evening sacrifice; at the 
ninth Set a watch; at the tenth O 
Lord; at the eleventh before my 
mouth; at the twelfth and keep; at 
the thirteenth the door; at the four- 
teenth of my lips; at the fifteenth O 
let not; at the sixteenth mine heart; 
at the seventeenth be inclined; at the 
eighteenth to any; at the nineteenth 
evil thing; at the twentieth let me 
not; at the twenty-first be occupied; 
at the twenty-second in ungodly 
works; at the twenty-third with the 
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men; at the twenty-fourth that work ; 
at the twenty-fifth wickedness. (Should 
there be statues or relicks, they will be 
censed between the third and fourth 
swings without words.) 


18. Then he gives back the censer 
to the Deacon, saying May the Lord 
kindle in us the fire of his love, and 
the flame of his everlasting charity: 
Amen. He is then censed, washes 
his fingers, and continues the Mass. 
He sings the Preface, the Our Father, 
etc. When he has said O Lamb of 
God, and the first of the three follow- 
ing prayers, he kisses the Altar, gives 
the Kiss of Peace to the Deacon, and 
then continues. 

* When Communion is to be given, 
and the Confession and Absolution are 
said before the Preface, he turns to- 
wards the Deacon while he recites the 
Confession, and after the “Comfortable 
words” turns to the Altar to sing 
The Lord be with you, Lift up your 


hearts, etc. 
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1g. After having received the Pre- 
cious Blood, when Communion is to be 
given, he uncovers the ciborium and 
genuflects with the Deacon. (If the 
Confession and Absolution are said 
here he will turn toward the Deacon as 
above No. 18, and give the Absolution 
facing towards him, that he turn not 
his back upon the Holy Sacrament.) 
He takes the ciborium, or paten, in 
his left hand, and a consecrated par- 
ticle in his right, and says, on the 
predella, with his left shoulder turned 
towards the Cross, Behold the Lamb 
of God etc. He then communicates 
first the Deacon and then the Sub- 
deacon, and afterwards the Clergy 
and laity in order. In giving Com- 
munion he should always begin on 
the Epistle side and advance towards 
his right. 


20. After the Communion he re- 
turns to the Altar, and if any particles 
remain he consumes them. He then 
cleanses the ciborium over the Chalice, 
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takes the purification and ablution as 
usual, wipes the Chalice slightly with 
the purificator, consigns it to the 
Subdeacon, and goes to read the 
Communion, or Lord’s Prayer if it 
be the custom of the church. 


21. The choir having ended the 
Communion (or Lord’s Prayer), he 
sings The Lord be with you, and the 
Postcommunion prayers. Then re- 
turning to the middle he intones the 
Glory = to God on high, unless this 
was sung after the Kyrie, reciting the 
rest in a low voice with the sacred 
Ministers. At the signal of the 
Master of Ceremonies he goes by the 
shortest way to sit down, after making 
the due reverence. While seated he 
uncovers at the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies. He returns to the Altar 
(as always) by the longer way, making 
the usual salutations. Having kissed 
the Altar, he again sings The Lord 
be with you; he remains turned 
toward the people until the Deacon 
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has sung Depart in peace, but toward 
the Altar if he sings Let us bless the 
Lord, which he says himself in a low 
voice. 


22. Having given the Blessing and 
said the last Gospel, he returns to 
the middle, where at the sign of the 
Master of Ceremonies he makes a 
slight bow to the Cross, descends 
from the Altar, and makes the proper 
reverence. Should the clergy remain 
in quire, he salutes them on either 
side; then receiving his biretta from 
the Deacon he puts it on, and returns 
to the sacristy, following the Deacon. 


23. Having reached the sacristy, he 
takes off his biretta, and with the 
sacred Ministers at each side salutes 
the clergy, if they await him there. 
Having made a reverence to the 
Cross or image of the sacristry, he 
salutes the Ministers of the Altar, 
who then assist him to unvest, etc. 
This finished, he again salutes them 
and retires. 
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1. The Deacon should be in the 
sacristy a quarter of an hour before 
Mass, and having made a short prayer 
and got ready the tone of the Gospel 
and of the Depart in peace, or Let us 
bless the Lord, he washes his hands 
and vests. He does not take the 
maniple nor folded chasuble, if used, 
until with the assistance of the Sub- 
deacon he has vested the Celebrant. 


2. When the Celebrant is vested and 
has put on his biretta, the Deacon 
goes to his right and covers, staying 
thus until the Master of Ceremonies 
gives the signal. He then uncovers, 
and with the Celebrant and Subdeacon 
bows to the Cross ; afterwards bowing 
slightly to the Celebrant and walking 
with joined hands and head covered 
behind the Subdeacon. 
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3. On entering the church he receives 
holy water from the Subdeacon or 
Master of Ceremonies, holding his 
biretta in his hand; he gives it with 
the usual bows to the Celebrant, makes 
the sign of the Cross, and puts on his 
biretta. 


4- Having arrived in quire, he un- 
covers and retires a little to the right 
to await the Celebrant; he gives his 
biretta to the Master of Ceremonies, 
and with both hands takes that of the 
Celebrant with the usual kisses (except 
in Masses of the Dead) and gives it 
to the Master of Ceremonies. 

* The usual rule about kisses is that 
he kisses the object he is presenting 
first and then the Celebrant’s hand, 
and his hand and then the object 
presented when he takes it from the 
Celebrant. 


5. He goes to the Altar, at the 
Celebrant’s right, genuflects, or bows 
if it be the custom of the church (see 
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below), and joins the Subdeacon in 
responding, signing himself with the 
Celebrant. He bows a little towards 
him when saying Almighty God have 
mercy etc., and profoundly to the 
Altar when saying I confess etc. At 
to thee father and thee father he bows 
a little to the Celebrant; standing 
upright at May the Almighty etc., 
and bowing slightly until Let us 


Ptr; 

f it be the custom of the church to 
bow to the Altar and not to genuflect, 
the sacred Ministers must observe this 
rule throughout, and should always 
bow, and not genuflect, except before 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

He usually holds his hands joined 
before his breast, except when he is 
seated or is doing something. When 
he ministers with the right hand he 
extends the left on his breast. If he 
is at the Celebrant’s side when he 
genuflects, he does so also, supporting 
him with one hand. If he is holding 
the Bugia he does not genuflect. 
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6. He ascends with the Celebrant to 
the Altar, raising the edge of his vest- 
ments with one hand. (He does not 
bow or kiss the Altar when the Cele- 
brant kisses it.) He takes the incense- 
boat from the Master of Ceremonies, 
kisses the spoon and gives it to the 
Celebrant, kissing his hand at the same 
time, and saying Pray, Sir, give thy 
blessing; should the Celebrant be a 
prelate, he says Most reverend Sir. 


7. The incense being put in the 
censer, he takes the spoon from the 
Celebrant, kissing his hand and then 
the spoon (see No. 4 above). The in- 
cense being blessed, he takes the censer 
closed so that his right hand is towards 
the end of the chains near the small 
cover ; he thus presents it, first kissing 
the end, and then the right hand of 
the Celebrant placed between his own. 

* The kisses are not to be omitted 
even though the Deacon be a Canon. 


8. While the Celebrant censes the 
Altar, he stands at his right a little 
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behind, raising the chasuble with his 
left hand, and genuflects (or bows) 
whenever they pass before the Cross. 


g. The censing ended, he takes the 
censer from the Celebrant, kissing his 
hand which is placed on it; then he 
takes the upper end of the chains with 
his left hand and the lower end near 
the cover with his right, and having 
descended to the floor at the Epistle 
corner, censes the Celebrant with three 
double swings, making a low bow 
before and after. He then gives the 
censer to the Thurifer, and goes to 
the right of the Celebrant upon the 
step near the predella. He points to 
the Introit, signs himself with him, 
and responds to the Kyrie or Ten 
Commandments. He stays there, or 
at the sign of the Master of Cere- 
monies goes to the seat with the 
Celebrant and Subdeacon, having 
made a slight bow to the Cross, 


10. On arriving at the seat, he takes 
the Celebrant’s biretta and gives it to 
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him with the usual kisses, first on the 
biretta and then on his hand; then he 
takes his own, and together with the 
Subdeacon makes a bow to the Cele- 
brant, sits down, and puts on his 
biretta. While seated he keeps his 
hands extended on his knees, upon 
the vestments, and when he uncovers 
he places the biretta on his right 
knee. 


11. Towards the end of the singing 
he rises and puts his biretta on the 
seat, and then takes that of the Cele- 
brant, kissing his hand and then the 
biretta, and puts it also on the seat. 
Proceeding to the Altar with the 
sacred Ministers he salutes the choir, 
first on the Epistle and then after a 
few paces on the Gospel side, standing 
on the Celebrant’s right. 


12, Having arrived before the Altar, 
he genuflects on the first step, raises 
the edge of the Celebrant’s vestments, 
and takes his place behind him on the 
highest step below the predella. (Ifthe 
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Glory be to God on high is sung here, 
he follows the directions in No. 35. ) 


13. After The Lord be with you 
he goes to the Epistle side, without 
making a genuflection or bow; there 
he stands while the Celebrant sings 
the Collects, bowing at the same times 
as he. 

* If Let us bow the knee be said, the 
Deacon will sing it as he genuflects, 
after the Celebrant has sung Let us 
pray, rising when the Subdeacon has 
sung Arise. 

14. When the Celebrant has ended 
the last Collect, the Deacon goes to 
his right on the highest step at the 
Epistle corner, and at the end of the 
Epistle, which the Celebrant reads in 
a low voice, he answers Thanks be to 
God, and there stays until the Cele- 
brant has begun the Gospel. 

15. At the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies he descends to the floor 
and takes the Missal from him in such 
a way that he may carry it before his 
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breast with the opening towards his 
left, and holding it up nearly to the 
height of his eyes. Having saluted 
the choir on the Epistle side and then 
on that of the Gospel, he goes to the 
centre of the Altar, where he genu- 
flects, ascends and places the book on 
the middle of the Altar with the 
opening towards the Gospel side, and 
stays there without bowing, retiring 
a little towards the Epistle side. 

*If he wear the folded chasuble, while 
the Celebrant is reading the Gospel, 
he descends to the floor, and assisted 
by an Acolyte, takes it off and puts on 
the large stole; this he wears until he 
has taken the book across to the 
Epistle side for the Postcommunion, 
when he resumes the folded chasuble. 
Having put on the large stole, he 
takes the Missal from the Master of 
Ceremonies and proceeds as above. 


16. At the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies he assists at the blessing 
of incense. Then he kneels on the 
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edge of the predella, and bowing low 
says Cleanse my heart. This said, he 
rises, and having taken the book he 
kneels upon the predella facing the 
Celebrant (or bows towards him if it 
be the custom to bow, see No. 5), and 
says Pray, sir etc. The Celebrant 
also turns towards him. 


17. Having received the Celebrant’s 
blessing, he kisses his hand placed on 
the book. Then he bows to the 
Celebrant, goes down to the floor, 
genuflects at the right of the Sub- 
deacon, and having saluted the choir, 
walks with or behind him to the place 
where the Gospel is sung. He gives 
the book to the Subdeacon, opens it, 
and with joined hands intones The 
Lord be with you. While singing 
The holy Gospel etc., he signs the 
beginning of the text with his right 
thumb, holding his left hand open on 
the book, and then his forehead, mouth 
and breast, with his left hand extended 
on his breast. Taking the censer he 
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censes the book with three double 
swings, the first towards the middle, 
the second towards the right, and the 
third towards the left; then having 
given the censer back to the Master 
of Ceremonies, he joins his hands and 
sings the Gospel, bowing his head or 
genuflecting towards the book, when 
required. 


18. The Gospel ended, he points the 
beginning of it to the Subdeacon ; then 
standing at the Gospel corner he censes 
the Celebrant with the usual three 
swings, bowing low before and after. 


19. Having given back the censer 
he goes up behind the Celebrant to 
his step, and genuflects with the Sub- 
deacon and Thurifer. When the 
Celebrant intones I believe, he bows 
his head at God, goes to his right, and 
bows, genuflects, and signs himself 
with him. Then he goes to his seat 
(as above No. 10). 

20. When the choir has sung And 
was made man, he rises, leaves his 
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biretta on the seat, and with hands 
joined bows to the Celebrant and goes 
to the credence; he takes the burse, 
holding it with both hands at the 
height of his eyes with the opening 
towards himself. In passing the Cele- 
brant he salutes him and then the 
choir as above. Having genuflected 
on the bottom step he goes up to the 
predella. 


21. He places the burse on the 
Altar, takes out the corporal and puts 
the burse against the step on the 
Gospel side. He spreads the cor- 
poral, places the Missal in a convenient 
position for the Celebrant, genuflects 
without putting his hands on the 
Altar, and returns to his seat, bows 
to the Celebrant and sits down. 


22. When the Celebrant says Let us 
pray, the Deacon bows his head and 
goes up to his right. The Subdeacon 
having brought the Chalice, he un- 
covers it and takes off the pall, placing 
it near the corporal. 
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If it be a Mass when the Creed is 
not said, he will first take the burse 
and spread the corporal. He gives 
the paten with the Host to the Cele- 
brant, kissing, as usual, first the paten 
and then the Celebrant’s hand. 


23. If it be necessary to consecrate 
particles for Holy Communion he 
uncovers the ciborium, and while the 
Celebrant offers the Host he holds it 
slightly elevated, supporting the Cele- 
brant’s arm with his left hand. He 
then covers the ciborium and puts it 
on the corporal behind the Chalice. 
The Subdeacon having wiped the 
Chalice, he takes it with his left hand 
and pours in the wine, and the Sub- 
deacon the water. 


24. Having removed with the puri- 
ficator any drops, he takes the Chalice 
under the cup with his right hand, 
and the foot with his left, and gives 
it to the Priest, kissing the Chalice 
and then hishand. Then supporting 
the foot of the Chalice or the Cele- 
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brant’s right arm with his right hand, 
and placing his left on his breast, he 
says with him We here present etc. 
He covers the Chalice with the pall, 
puts the paten in the Subdeacon’s 
right hand, and covers it with the end of 
the veil which hangs on the right side. 


25. This done, he assists at the 
blessing of the incense. While the 
Celebrant censes the oblation he raises 
the chasuble with his left hand, placing 
his right on the foot of the Chalice. 
Having genuflected he moves the 
Chalice from the middle towards the 
Epistle side, though not off the cor- 
poral; and after the censing of the 
Cross replaces it in the middle, 
genuflects with the Celebrant and 
continues as at the Introit. 

26. Having censed the Celebrant he 
goes to cense the choir, first on the 
Gospel, and then on the Epistle side, 
genuflecting when passing from one 
side to the other. 


27. When censing he salutes that 
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part which is to be censed with a 
general bow, gives each person one 
double swing, and having censed them 
repeats the salutation. Having censed 
the choir on the Epistle side he censes 
the Subdeacon with two double swings, 
and having returned the censer goes 
to the step behind the Celebrant, 
where having genuflected he turns to 
be censed by the Thurifer with two 
double swings. 

*If Prelates or Canons wearing the 
rochet are in quire, they are censed as 
the Subdeacon with two double swings 
each and a particular bow before and 
after. If the quire contain two tiers 
of seats, he begins with the first on 
the Gospel side, and then passes to 
the first on the Epistle side ; he then 
continues the second tier on the 
Epistle side with single swings, and 
passing to the second tier on the 
Gospel side does the same, giving the 
proper salutes toeach. He then goes 
to the Epistle corner to cense the 
Subdeacon as above. 
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28. When there isa Communion and 
the Confession is said after the Secret 
Prayers, the Deacon goes to the 
highest step on the Epistle side (or 
on the floor), and with his face turned 
to the Gospel side bows low and says 
the Confession. After the Absolution 
he stands upright, and when the 
“Comfortable words” are ended he 
returns to his place. During the 
singing of the Preface he stays behind 
the Celebrant, and at the words 
praising thee and ig goes to his 
right on the predella, and bowing 
with him says the Sanctus. He signs 
himself at the Benedictus, and passes 
to the left, to turn the leaves of the 
Missal, and supports it if necessary. 
He genuflects when passing the middle 
of the Altar. 


29. At the words And grant that we 
receiving he passes to the other side, 
genuflecting in the centre; having ar- 
rived there he uncovers the ciborium, 
if there be one, placing it before the 
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Celebrant. He kneels on the predella 
during the Elevation of the Host, 
raising the chasuble with his left hand 
without kissing it. After the Eleva- 
tion he rises with the Celebrant, 
covers the ciborium, if there be one, 
puts it back in its place, uncovers the 
Chalice, and kneels and raises the 
chasuble, etc. 


30. When the Celebrant has lowered 
the Chalice, he rises and covers it, 
genuflecting with him. Then he 
returns to the Celebrant’s left, where 
he genuflects, and not in the centre, 
and stays there, to turn the leaves of 
the book when necessary. 


31. At the words not weighing our 
merits he genuflects and passes to the 
right of the Celebrant. At Christ our 
Lord he uncovers the Chalice and 
genuflects with him. After the words 
O Father Almighty he covers it, genu- 
flects with the Celebrant, and stays 
there until the Our Father has begun ; 
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he genuflects again and retires to the 
highest step, behind the Celebrant. 


32. At the words And forgive us he 
genuflects with the Subdeacon, and 
they both go up to the Epistle side, 
where he takes the paten from the 
Subdeacon, wipes it with the purifi- 
cator, and gives it to the Celebrant, 
kissing the paten and then his hand. 
He uncovers the Chalice, genuflects, 
and after the commixture covers it 
again. Then having again genuflected 
he says O Lamb of God with the 
Celebrant, bowing and striking his 
breast with him. The Agnus ended, 
he kneels down in the same place. 


33. After the first prayer he rises, 
and with hands joined before his 
breast, kisses the Altar (outside the 
corporal) at the same time as the 
Celebrant; he receives from him the 
Kiss of Peace, bowing before and 
after, and replying to the words Peace 
be with thee, And with thy spirit. 
Having again genuflected he goes to 
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the Subdeacon and gives him the Pax, 
bowing only after giving it. He then 
goes up to the Celebrant’s left, staying 
there until after the last ablution, and 
bowing low during his Communion. 
When there is a Communion, and the 
Confession is said here, he does so 
according to the directions in No. 28. 
If the sacred Ministers are to receive 
Communion they kneel before the 
Celebrant on the predella, and after- 
wards go to his sides. The Deacon 
may give Communion from the Chalice 
if there is need, when the Subdeacon 
will take his place at the Gospel side 
of the Celebrant. Otherwise the 
Deacon will be on the Priest’s right, 
and will take the paten and hold ita 
little under the Sacred Particle, accom- 
panying the Priest’s hand as he gives 
Communion. 


34. When the Celebrant has taken 
the last ablution, he carries the book 
to the Epistle side, genuflecting on 
passing the centre and at the same 
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time as the Subdeacon. If he is 
wearing the large stole he takes it off 
and puts on the folded chasuble. 
He then goes to the highest step 
behind the Celebrant, on the Epistle 
side, and follows him in going to the 
centre and returning to the book. 


35. When the Celebrant intones the 
Glory be to God on high (unless it has 
been sung after the Kyrie, No. 12), he 
bows his head at the word God, goes 
up to the right of the Celebrant and 
continues it with him, bowing with 
him, and at the end making the sign 
of the Cross. At the end, having 
genuflected with the Subdeacon, he 
goes to the seat, walking in advance, 
or at the left, of the Celebrant. 

When the Celebrant has said The 
Lord be with you, after the Collects, 
the Deacon turns towards the people 
and sings Depart in peace, standing in 
the middle facing the Subdeacon, un- 
less the Holy Sacrament is exposed, 
when he will retire a little towards the 
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Gospel side and face towards the 
Epistle side. He does not turn to- 
wards the people to sing Let us bless 
the Lord or May they rest in peace. 
During Lent, when he has to sing 
Bow down before the Lord, he turns 
to the people by the right when the 
Celebrant has said the third Let us 
pray of the Postcommunions; having 
said Bow down etc., he turns towards 
the Altar without having completed 
the circle. 


36. The Celebrant having said May 
it please thee etc., the Deacon retires 
towards the Epistle side with his face 
turned towards the Altar; when the 
Celebrant says and the blessing he 
kneels on the edge of the predella to 
receive the blessing, and then rises 
and makes the sign of the Cross at 
the beginning of the last Gospel, and 
genuflects at The Word was made 
flesh. 


37. The Gospel ended, he goes up 
to the right of the Celebrant, and at 
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the sign of the Master of Ceremonies 
bows his head, and then descends to 
the floor with the others, genuflects, 
and if the clergy stay in quire salutes 
them as usual. He gives the Cele- 
brant his biretta with the usual kisses, 
receives his own from the Master of 
Ceremonies, puts it on, and returns 
to the sacristy behind the Subdeacon. 


38. Arrived in the sacristy he un- 
covers and joins the others in saluting 
the clergy, if there; and having bowed 
to the Cross of the sacristy and to the 
Celebrant, he takes off his maniple 
and folded chasuble if used. He 
then assists the Celebrant to un- 
vest, salutes him and then unvests 
himself. 

*The sacred Ministers, when passing 
from one side of the Altar to the 
other, before the Consecration genu- 
flect in the centre; but after the 
Consecration they do this at the 
Celebrant’s side, before leaving and 
after arriving, without placing their 
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hands on the Altar. When they 
depart after And forgive us, they 
genuflect in the middle. They make 
the first genuflection on arriving at 
the Altar, and the last when leaving it, 
on the floor; but all others on the 
bottom step of the Altar. 
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1. The Subdeacon should be in the 
sacristy a quarter of an hour before 
Mass, and having made a short prayer 
washes his hands and proceeds to 
vest. He does not take the maniple 
nor folded chasuble (if used) until the 
Celebrant is vested; he then also 
puts on his biretta. 


2. At the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies he bows to the Cross of 
the sacristy with his biretta in his 
hands. He then bows to the Cele- 
brant, covers, and with hands joined 
goes behind the clergy and before the 
Deacon. 


3. He takes off his biretta to receive 
holy water from the Master of Cere- 
monies, and then puts it on again. 
On entering the quire he goes to the 
Celebrant’s left, gives his biretta to 
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the Master of Ceremonies, and moves 
forward with the others. 


4. Having genuflected (or bowed, 
see below) with the Deacon at the 
Altar, he joins him in responding to 
the Preparation, signing himself and 
bowing with the Celebrant. He 
stands upright while the Celebrant 
says I confess etc., bows a little to- 
wards him when saying Almighty 
God have mercy etc., and profoundly 
to the Altar when he says I con- 
fess. He bows to the Celebrant at 
the words to thee father and thee 
father, stands upright at May the 
Almighty etc., and bows slightly until 
Let us pray. 

*If it be the custom of the church 
to bow to the Altar and not to genu- 
flect, he must observe this rule 
throughout, and should always bow 
and not genuflect, except before the 
Blessed Sacrament. He usually holds 
his hands joined before his breast, 
except when he is seated or is doing 
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something. When he ministers with 
the right hand he extends the left on 
his breast. If he is at the Celebrant’s 
side when he genuflects, he does so 
also, supporting his arm with one 
hand. 


5. He ascends to the Altar with the 
Celebrant, raising the edge of the 
vestments with one hand. (He does 
not bow or kiss the Altar when the 
Celebrant kisses it.) While the Cele- 
brant censes the altar he raises the 
chasuble with his right hand, and 
genuflects (or bows) whenever they 
pass before the Cross. When the 
Celebrant gives the censer to the 
Deacon, he goes down by the shortest 
way to the Epistle corner, and standin 
on the pavement at the Deacon’s left 
and facing the Celebrant, bows his 
head before and after the censing. 


6. This done, he stands at the right 
of the Deacon at the Epistle corner 
on a step lower, so that with the 
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Celebrant and Deacon he may form 
an imperfect semicircle. 


7. He signs himself at the beginning 
of the Introit, responds to the Kyrie 
or Ten Commandments, and stays 
there, or at the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies goes to the seat, after 
bowing slightly to the Cross with the 
Celebrant and Deacon. 


8. On arriving at the seat he takes 
his biretta, bows with the Deacon to 
the Celebrant, sits down and puts on 
his biretta. He keeps his hands ex- 
tended on his knees upon the vest- 
ments, and uncovers at the sign of 
the Master of Ceremonies. 


g. At the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies he rises, puts his biretta 
on the seat, and advancing a few 
paces salutes the choir with the Cele- 
brant and Deacon, first on the Epistle 
and afterwards on the Gospel side. 


10. Having arrived at the Altar he 
genuflects with the Deacon, raises the

edge of the Celebrant’s vestments as 
he goes up, and takes his place behind 
the Deacon. (If Glory be to God on 
high is ya here, he follows the 
directions in No. 32.) 


11. After The Lord be with you he 
goes to the Epistle side behind the 
Deacon, and during the singing of 
the Collects bows whenever the Cele- 
brant does so. 

*TIf Let us bow the knee be said, the 
Subdeacon after kneeling sings Arise, 
being the first to get up. If he be 
vested in the folded chasuble, he 
takes it off during the last Collect and 
puts it on again after receiving the 
Celebrant’s blessing. 


12. He takes the book when the 
Master of Ceremonies gives it him, 
bowing slightly as he receives it; he 
rests the upper part against his breast, 
holding it with both hands with the 
opening towards his left; then he 
turns to the Altar and waits until the 
Celebrant says the words Jesus Christ, 
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when he bows, goes to the middle, 
genuflects on the bottom step, salutes 
the choir on the Gospel and then on 
the Epistle side, and returns to his 
place behind the Celebrant, where he 
opens the book and sings the Epistle. 
If the words At the Name of Jesus 
every knee should bow occur, he 
genuflects on the step. 


13. Having sung the Epistle he 
closes the book and goes to the 
middle, genuflects and salutes the 
choir; then going to the Epistle 
corner he kneels (or bows) on the 
highest step and kisses the Celebrant’s 
hand placed on the Missal. 


14. Then he rises and gives the 
book to the Master of Ceremonies, 
and takes the Missal with its cushion 
or book-stand to the Gospel corner, 
genuflecting in passing the centre. 

15. Having put the book there, he 
stands on the highest step with his 
face towards the Epistle side, and 
responds to the Priest, making with 
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him the signs of the Cross and bows, 
and turning over the leaves if neces- 
sary. Having answered at the end of 
the Gospel Thanks be to thee, O 
Christ, he ascends the predella and 
moves the Missal nearer the middle of 
the Altar, leaving room to spread the 
corporal. 

* If the choir sings the verse Help 
us or Come Holy Ghost, he kneels 
on the edge of the predella at the 
Celebrant’s left until it is ended. 


16. The incense being put in the 
censer and blessed, he goes down to 
the pavement and awaits the Deacon. 
At the sign of the Master of Cere- 
monies he genuflects, and having 
saluted the choir, goes before or beside 
the Deacon to the place where the 
Gospel is sung. Here he stands 
between the Acolytes facing the 
Deacon, holding the book open and 
leaning it against his forehead or 
breast as is convenient to the Deacon. 
He does not make any bow or 
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genuflection at the Name of Jesus as 
he is holding the book. 


17. The Gospel ended, he takes the 
book open straight to the Celebrant, 
not genuflecting though he pass before 
the Altar of the Blessed Sacrament, 
and gives it to him to kiss, pointing 
with his right hand to the beginning 
of the Gospel which was sung. The 
Celebrant having kissed it, he shuts 
the book, withdraws a little, and 
salutes him; then he descends to the 
pavement on the Epistle side, and 
without genuflecting gives the book 
to the Master of Ceremonies. 


18. He then goes behind the Deacon, 
genuflects, and when the Celebrant 
intones the Creed, he bows his head 
at the word God, and then goes up to 
his left, bowing, genuflecting, and 
signing himself with him. When the 
Creed is ended he goes to his seat (as 
above No. 8). While the choir sings 
And was incarnate, he uncovers and 
bows until And was made man inclu- 
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sively. When the other Ministers 
kneel he will do the same. 


19. When the Deacon goes to take 
the burse, the Subdeacon rises with 
him, and remains standing until the 
Deacon with the burse has bowed to 
the Celebrant, when he sits down 
and puts on his biretta. When the 
Deacon returns, he rises and takes his 
seat again with him. The-Subdeacon 
may remain standing all the time that 
the Deacon is carrying the burse to 
the Altar. 


20. Towards the end of the Creed, 
at the sign of the Master of Cere- 
monies he goes to the Altar with the 
other Ministers. 


21. When the Celebrant says Let 
us pray before the Offertory, he bows 
his head, genuflects, and goes to 
the credence. Having received the 
humeral veil on his shoulders he takes 
the small veil from the Chalice, gives 
it to the second Acolyte, and then 
takes the Chalice by the knop with his 
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left hand (uncovered), covering it with 
that part of the veil which hangs on 
his right side, and placing his right 
hand (also uncovered) upon it. He 
ascends the predella, stands at the 
right of the Deacon, and without any 
reverence places the Chalice on the 
Altar. 

When the Creed is not said he 
carries the burse upon the Chalice. 


22. The Deacon having taken the 
pall and paten, the Subdeacon wipes 
the Chalice with the purificator and 
gives it to the Deacon; then, having 
taken the cruets from the Acolyte 
he gives the wine-cruet to the Deacon 
and receives it again with his left 
hand. The Deacon having poured 
the wine into the Chalice, the Sub- 
deacon presents the water-cruet to the 
Celebrant, and bowing a little says 
Pray, Sir, give thy blessing; if a 
Prelate he says Most :reverend Sir. 
When the Celebrant has blessed the 
water, he pours a little into the 
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Chalice ; then he gives the cruet to the 
Acolyte. 


23. He receives the paten from the 
Deacon, takes it in his right hand, 
covers it with the part of the veil 
which hangs on his right, and places 
it on his breast: (he keeps it there 
when he walks, and when he is censed, 
when he kneels, responds to Let us 
pray for the whole state etc., and 
when he goes to say the Sanctus with 
the Celebrant, if it be the custom). 
He goes to the middle, and having 
genuflected on the lowest step stands 
there until the words And forgive us 
our trespasses, holding the paten 
raised to the level of his own eyes, 
and supporting his right elbow with 
his left hand. He turns round to 
be censed. 


24. When thereis a Communion and 
the Confession is said before the 
Preface, he turns towards the Deacon 
while he says the Confession. When 
the Deacon kneels for the Elevation, 
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the Subdeacon does so on the lowest 
step, and does not rise until after the 
Elevation of the Chalice. 


25. At the words And forgive us 
he genuflects, and goes up to the 
Epistle side near the Deacon and 
gives him the paten. When the 
Acolyte or Thurifer has taken the 
humeral veil from his shoulders, he 
genuflects in the same place, and 
returns to his place behind the Cele- 
brant, where without making another 
genuflection he stands with hands 
joined. 

26. When the Celebrant says The 
peace of the Lord etc., he genuflects, 
goes up to his left, and again genu- 
flects with the Celebrant and Deacon, 
Bowing towards the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, he says the Agnus, striking his 
breast at have mercy upon us. At 
the end of the third he genuflects and 
retires to his place. 


27. He receives the Pax from the 
Deacon, bowing before and after; 
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then he genuflects at the same time 
as the Deacon does so on the predella, 
and goes accompanied by the Master 
of Ceremonies to give it to the clergy, 
beginning with him of the highest 
dignity. He places his hands on the 
shoulders of the person to whom he 
gives the Pax, saying Peace be with 
thee. He bows to each after giving 
it to him, and not before. If there be 
several orders of clergy, he gives it to 
those of the first order and then goes 
to the second, genuflecting when 
passing before the Blessed Sacrament. 

*If he gives the Pax to titled eccles- 
lasticks, as Bishops, etc., he puts 
his hands under the elbows of the 
recipient. 


28. Having given the Pax to the 
clergy, he returns to the centre of 
the Altar, and having genuflected on 
the step, gives it to the Master of 
Ceremonies, and goes up to the Cele- 
brant’s right, where he genuflects with 
him. 
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29. At Lord I am not worthy, he 
strikes his breast, bowing a little to 
the Blessed Sacrament, and while the 
Celebrant communicates he bows low, 
turning slightly towards the Blessed 
Sacrament. 


30. At the proper time he uncovers 
the Chalice, and genuflects. 

*When there isa Communionand the 
Confession is said here, he stands on 
the highest step at the Gospel corner, 
and faces the Deacon. After the 
“Comfortable words” they change 
places, genuflecting in the centre of 
the Altar. While the Priest says 
Behold the Lamb of God etc. and 
Lord I am not worthy etc., the 
sacred Ministers turn and bow to- 
wards the Host and not to the people. 
If he is to receive Communion, he 
kneels before the Celebrant on the 
predella and afterwards goes to his side. 
If the Deacon give Communion from 
the Chalice, the Subdeacon takes his 
place at the Gospel side of the Cele- 
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brant and will hold the paten a little 
under the Sacred Particle, accom- 
panying the Priest’s hand as he gives 
Communion. Otherwise the Sub- 
deacon stays at the Celebrant’s left, 
near him, with hands joined and face 
towards the people. 


31. He pours wine for the purifica- 
tion and ablution as usual, and having 
poured the water places the purificator 
on the Celebrant’s fingers and gives 
the cruets back to the Acolyte. He 
then changes places with the Deacon, 
genuflecting at the centre of the 
Altar behind him. Having arrived 
at the Gospel side he wipes the 
Chalice, and arranges it as usual, 
putting on the purificator, paten, pall, 
veil, and burse with the corporal. 
He then takes the Chalice in his left 
hand, extends his right on the burse, 
and carries it to the credence, genu- 
flecting at the centre. He returns to 
his place behind the Deacon, and if it 
is at the middle he genuflects.

The Office of Subdeacon 


32. When the Celebrant intones 
Glory be to God on high (unless it 
has been sung after the Kyrie, No. 10), 
he bows his head at the word God, goes 
up to the left of the Celebrant and 
recites the rest with him, bowing and 
signing himself with him. At the end, 
having genuflected with the Deacon, 
he goes to the seat, walking before or 
at the left of the Celebrant. 


33. When the Celebrant is saying 
the prayer May it please thee etc., he 
goes up to the second step on the 
Gospel side, and at the words and the 
blessing he kneels on the edge of the 
predella to receive the blessing. He 
rises and goes to the Gospel corner, 
where he assists the Celebrant at the 
Altar card or book, if required. He 
does not genuflect at The Word was 
made flesh, as he holds the card with 
both hands, nor does he make the sign 
of the Cross at The beginning etc. 

If there is a different Gospel he 
takes the Missal from the Master of 
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Ceremonies, after the Depart in peace 
or Let us bless the Lord, genuflects, 
and carries it to the Gospel side, 
where he kneels on the edge of the 
predella at the Deacon’s left to receive 
the blessing. Then he rises and assists 
at the Celebrant’s left, with hands 
joined, signing himself and genu- 
flecting as occasion requires. The 
last Gospel ended, he closes the book, 
and leaves it there. 


34. After the Gospel he goes up to 
the left of the Celebrant, and at the 
sign of the Master of Ceremonies bows 
with the others to the Cross. He then 
goes down to the pavement with the 
other Ministers, genuflects with them, 
takes his biretta and puts it on, and 
walks immediately after the clergy to 
the sacristy. 


35. Having arrived there he puts 
himself at the Celebrant’s left, joins in 
the salutation to the clergy, bows to 
the Cross of the sacristy and to the 
Celebrant, and takes off his maniple, 
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then assists the Deacon to unvest the 
Celebrant, bows to him, and unvests 
himself. If the clergy remain in 
quire, he salutes them after genu- 
flecting to the Altar, takes his biretta, 
and continues as above. 

*The sacred Ministers, when passing 
from one side of the Altar to the 
other, before the Consecration, genu- 
flect in the centre; but after the 
Consecration they do this at the 
Celebrant’s side, before leaving and 
after arriving, without placing their 
hands on the Altar. When they 
depart after And forgive us our tres- 
passes, they genuflect in the middle. 
They make the first genuflection on 
arriving at the Altar, and the last when 
leaving it, on the pavement, but all 
others on the bottom step of the 
Altar. 
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1. The Master of Ceremonies should 
know all the duties of all the other 
Ministers, and should see all that 
happens, so as to check those out of 
order. He will not, however, pull 
their vestments, nor push them here or 
there, nor lose his temper, but use 
some quiet sign, and if the mistake be 
trivial let it pass. 


2. He should be in the sacristy a 
quarter of an hour before Mass, after 
a short prayer in the church. He 
“puts on his cotta, takes the Chalice and 
prepares it, and also the ciborium, if 
required, containing as many particles 
as there will be communicants. He 
also arranges two missals, fixing the 
markers in the right places, and carries 
all. to the credence, which should be 
covered with white linen. Assisted 
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by the Acolytes he disposes everything 
in order, and takes care that the cruets 
with wine and water, the towel, the 
little bell, the censer and its boat, and 
the torches for the Elevation, etc., are 
all ready. He places one missal on 
the credence, and the other on the 
cushion or book-stand on the Altar at 
the Epistle corner, opened at the 
Introit of the Mass which is to be 
sung. He then covers the credence 
with the long veil. 


3. He tells the sacred Ministers 
when to vest, and assists them to do 
so. He waits until the Celebrant 
has been vested before he hands them 
their maniples or folded chasubles, if 
used. 


4. At the proper time he gives the 
signal to the Acolytes to proceed, and 
the clergy having moved forward, he 
signs to the sacred Ministers. He 
then takes his place with them, having 
taken off both biretta and zucchetto. 
He gives holy water to the Subdeacon 
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and Deacon, unless the Asperges is 
done before the Mass. 


5. If they approach the Altar by 
steps, the Master of Ceremonies 
raises the Celebrant’s alb, and on 
entering the quire receives without 
kissing the birettas from the Deacon 
and Subdeacon, which after genu- | 
flecting (or bowing, see below) he puts 
in order on the seat where the sacred 
Ministers are to sit. He then kneels 
at the Epistle corner, facing the 
Gospel side, and responds to the 
Priest in an undertone, making the 
signs of the Cross and usual bows. 

*If it be the custom of the church 
to bow to the Altar and not to genu- 
flect, he will do this always, except to 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

**The Introit should not start until 
the Celebrant has arrived at the Altar. 


6, At the end of the Preparation he 
goes up to the Altar with the Min- 
isters and gives the incense-boat to 
the Deacon; afterwards he goes to 
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the lowest step at the Epistle corner, 
and when the Celebrant censes that 
side of the Altar, removes the missal, 
replacing it afterwards without any 
genuflections. 


7- After the censing of the Cele- 
brant he will, if convenient, point out 
with his hand the beginning of the 
Introit; this he will always do when 
attending the Celebrant at the book, 
raising or lowering it according to 
circumstances, pointing out what to 
read or sing, turning the leaves, etc. 


8. When the Celebrant has said the 
last Kyrie or Commandment, if the 
singing be long, he will sign to him to 
go by the shorter way to the seat. 
Having descended to the pavement, 
he stands at the right of the Deacon, 
with hands joined before his breast, 
and this he always does when the 
Ministers are seated. 

* Domestick chairs are forbidden. 

g. While the last Kyrie is being 
sung by the choir, he signs to the 
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sacred Ministers to go to the Altar, 
with a slight bow, and goes himself to 
the Epistle corner. When the Min- 
isters do not sit down, at the last 
Kyrie he signs to them to stand in line 
one behind the other in the centre of 
the Altar. If Glory be to God on high 
is sung at this point, he will follow 
the directions in No. 25. He then 
stands at the Epistle corner to point 
out the Collects which are to be sung, 
and to turn the leaves of the missal as 
occasion requires. 


ro. At the beginning of the last 
Collect he goes to the credence and 
takes the missal, holding it by the 
sides with both hands and the opening 
towards his right; he gives it to the 
Subdeacon, with a bow before and 
after, and then stands a little behind 
on his left. At the end of the last 
Collect he bows his head at the words 
Jesus Christ, goes to the centre of the 
Altar, and having genuflected with 
the Subdeacon, salutes the choir and 
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returns to the same place. He points 
out the Epistle to the Subdeacon, and 
stands at his left while he sings it. 
At the words At the Name of Jesus, 
when they occur, he genuflects with 
him, and bows at the names of Jesus 
or Mary, or of the saint whose feast 
is kept, first signing to the choir to 
genuflect or to take off the biretta. 


11. The Epistle ended, he returns 
with the Subdeacon to the centre of 
the Altar, and having genuflected and 
saluted the choir, accompanies him as 
he goes to the Epistle corner to receive 
the Celebrant’s blessing. He then 
takes the missal from him with the 
usual bows, and gives it to the Dea- 
con with similar bows at the moment 
the Celebrant begins the Gospel; 
which ended, he goes up to the pre- 
della at the Epistle corner to have 
incense put in the censer. 

* If the choir sing a sequence or long 
tract, he will sign to the sacred Min- 
isters to go by the shorter way to 
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their seat; when it is ended, he will 
sign to them to go by the shorter 
way to the Altar, where the Celebrant 
goes to the middle and says Cleanse 
my heart; the Subdeacon carries the 
missal and its stand to the Gospel 
corner; the Deacon in due time 
places the missal on the Altar; and 
he goes to the Epistle corner to have 
incense put in the censer in the usual 
manner. 

** On the ferial days of Lent, at the 
words Help us, O God the Celebrant 
and Ministers kneel on the edge of 
the predella; it is then advisable that 
the incense be put in the censer 
beforehand, so that the Deacon may 
say Cleanse my heart at the same time. 


12. While the Deacon receives the 
Celebrant’s blessing, he descends and 
takes his position at the right of the 
Thurifer, so that three pairs may be 
formed, the sacred Ministers the first, 
the Master of Ceremonies and Thuri- 
fer the second, and the third the two 
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Acolytes. All genuflect together and 
salute the choir before going to the 
place where the Gospelis sung. The 
Master of Ceremonies places himself 
at the right of the Deacon, a little 
behind him. After the announce- 
ment of the Gospel he gives him the 
censer and receives it back after the 
censing of the book. He gives it to 
the Thurifer, and stands near the 
Deacon to turn the leaves of the book. 

*If there be occasion to genuflect or 
bow the head, he will do so towards 
the Altar as a sign to the Celebrant. 
No bow is made at Glory be to thee 
O Lord before the Gospel. 


13. The Gospel ended, he goes to 
the Epistle side, genuflecting with the 
others. Having received the missal 
from the Subdeacon with the proper 
bows, he puts it on the credence, and 
goes to the Epistle corner, where he 
remains until the end of the Creed, 
bowing his head and making the sign 
of the Cross with the Celebrant. 
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14. WhentheCelebrant says And was 
incarnate, the Master of Ceremonies 
genuflects, and when the Ministers 
have said the Creed, he makes a sign 
for them to go by the shorter way to 
the seat. He stands by as usual to 
sign to them when to uncover. When 
the choir sings And was incarnate, he 
and the Acolytes kneel, while the 
sacred Ministers uncover. 

*In the Masses of Christmas 
and on the Feast of the Annuncia- 
tion the Celebrant and the sacred 
Ministers kneel, and __ therefore 
cushions should be put ready: if 
the Annunciation be transferred, they 
kneel only on the day to which it is 
transferred. ® 


15. When And was made man has 
been sung, he signs to the Deacon to 
go to the credence for the burse, and 
having given it to him he returns to 
the seat. A little before the end of 
the Creed he signs to the sacred Min- 
isters to go by the longer way to the 
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Altar, taking his own position at the 
Epistle corner. 
* If there be a sermon he may accom- 
pany the preacher to the pulpit. 


16. When the Celebrant has sung 
Let us pray, he signs to the Sub- 
deacon to go to the credence, where 
he puts the humeral veil over his 
shoulders, letting it hang a little lower 
on the right side. He then accom- 
panies him to the Altar, carrying the 
ciborium himself, which has been 
prepared on the credence, if required. 
He assists at the uncovering of the 
Chalice, and when the Subdeacon has 
retired with the paten, with the incense 
as usual. 


17. He then goes to the Epistle side, 
and when the Celebrant has censed 
the Cross, goes over to the Gospel side, 
genuflecting in the middle; he then 
removes the missal, descends to the 
pavement, and after the Celebrant has 
censed that side, puts it back. He 
stands at the missal to assist the Cele- 
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brant by pointing out the places and 
turning over the leaves. He retires 
a little at Let us pray for the whole 
state etc., to allow the Celebrant to 
turn round easily. 


18. While the Deacon says the Con- 
fession (when there is a Communion), 
the Master of Ceremonies stands as 
before at the missal ; or he may kneel. 


19. The preface ended, he signs to 
the Deacon to go up to the right of 
the Celebrant to say the Sanctus, and, 
where it is customary, to the Sub- 
deacon as well to go to the Celebrant’s 
left. AtWe do not presume the Dea- 
con goes to the left of the Celebrant, 
and the Master of Ceremonies to the 
Epistle corner, both genuflecting in 
the centre. (If the Subdeacon has 
come up for the Sanctus he will cross 
over then.) He stays there until the 
words Who in the same night, when 
he puts incense in the censer, kneels 
with the Thurifer, and at the Eleva- 
tion rings the bell three distinct times 
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(or he may ring it during the whole of 
each Elevation), making with the 
Thurifer a low bow before and after 
each Elevation. 


20. He then rises and stays there or 
goes up to the highest step near the 
Altar, where he remains until And 
although we be unworthy, when he 
passes over to the other side, genu- 
flecting in the centre, but always 
behind the Subdeacon. 


21. The Deacon having left the 
Celebrant’s left, the Master of Cere- 
monies takes his place, genuflecting 
together with the Celebrant and Dea- 
con, who is now on the right. Here 
he continues to assist at the missal 
until the Agnus, always genuflecting 
with the Celebrant and turning the 
leaves as required. 


22. Before the beginning of the 
Our Father he signs to the Deacon to 
genuflect and take his place behind 
the Celebrant. At Forgive us our 
trespasses he signs to the Deacon and 
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Subdeacon to genuflect and go up to 
the Epistle corner, where, the paten 
and veil being given up by the Sub- 
deacon, he directs him to genuflect 
there and return to his place on the 
pavement, the Deacon remaining at 
the Celebrant’s right and he himself 
at his left. After the singing of The 
peace of the Lord he signs to the 
Subdeacon to genuflect in his place 
and go up to the Celebrant’s left, 
where he repeats the genuflection and 
says the Agnus. The Master of 
Ceremonies, having genuflected at the 
same time as the Subdeacon and the 
Celebrant, descends to the pavement 
and holds himself ready to accompany 
the Subdeacon when he goes to give 
the Pax to the choir. In giving the 
Pax they should begin with the clerk 
of the highest dignity on the Gospel 
side, and then pass over to that of the 
Epistle, genuflecting in the centre. 


23. This ceremony being ended, he 
returns to the Altar, and having genu- 
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flected on the pavement, at the right of 
the Subdeacon, receives the Pax from 
him, bowing before and after ; he him- 
self then gives it to the first Acolyte, 
or to the Thurifer, if he assists at the 
credence in place of the Acolytes when 
they are engaged in holding the torches. 
He then takes his usual place at the 
Epistle corner until the Celebrant has 
communicated, and assists at the 
ablutions. 


24. The Celebrant having returned 
to the Epistle corner, he assists him at 
the book, which he closes after the 
Postcommunion prayers, unless there 
be a last Gospel proper to the day ; in 
which case, having left it open, when 
the Deacon has sung the Depart in 
peace, he will give it to the Subdeacon 
to carry to the Gospel corner. 


25. When the Celebrant intones 
Glory be to God on high, he signs to 
the Deacon and Subdeacon to go to 
his sides to recite it with him. When 
it is ended, he signs to them to go by 
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the shorter way to the seat, being 
careful not to do so when the words 
We worship thee, We give thanks to 
thee, Jesus Christ, or Receive our 
prayer, are being sung. When seated 
he will sign to them with a slight bow 
to uncover while these words are sung, 
bowing himself towards the Altar. 
When the choir sings With the Holy 
Ghost, he signs to the Celebrant and 
sacred Ministers to go to the Altar. 


26. During the blessing he kneels 
with the other Ministers, and rises 
when it has been said. Towards the 
end of the Gospel he signs to the 
Acolytes to take their candlesticks and 
go to the centre of the Altar. The 
og ee having genuflected at And 
the Word was made flesh, or at the 
end of the Gospel, withdraw to the 
sacristy; while the Master of Cere- 
monies takes the birettas, and having 
genuflected at the proper time, dis- 
tributes them, giving first the Cele- 
brant’s into the Deacon’s hands. 
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27. Having returned to the sacristy 
in the same manner and order as they 
left it, he salutes the clergy with the 
sacred Ministers, and having bowed 
to the Cross assists the Celebrant to 
unvest. He then removes the things 
from the credence. 

*If the clergy remain in quire, the 
Acolytes take their candles at the end 
of the Gospel, go to the centre, and 
when the sacred Ministers have de- 
scended, they make the genuflection 
with them and salute the choir. The 
Master of Ceremonies then gives the 
birettas to the Ministers, and they 
depart. If the clergy leave the quire, 
the Celebrant and Ministers may 
remain turned to the Altar until nearly 
all have gone; they then turn, cover, 
and follow in due order. 
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1. A quarter of an hour before Mass 
the Acolytes (who should be of equal 
height) put on their cottas, go to the 
Altar, and prepare everything neces- 
sary; they then assist the Deacon and 
Subdeacon to vest. They light the 
candles on the Altar (unless for con- 
venience another be appointed to do 
so), the one on one side and the other 
on the other, beginning with those 
nearest the Cross ; when extinguishing 
them they begin with those farthest 
from the Cross. If one Acolyte light 
them he begins on the Epistle side 
and ends on that of the Gospel, and 
when putting them out he begins on 
the Gospel side. They should take 
care that no wax fall on the Altar- 
cloth. The second Acolyte lights 
their candles in the sacristy. 
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2. The Celebrant being vested, they 
put the maniples on the sacred Min- 
isters, first presenting them to be 
kissed; unless the Asperges is given, 
when they are placed on the seat. 


3. At the sign of the Master of 
Ceremonies they take their candle- 
sticks, and having made together a 
bow to the Cross or picture in 
the sacristy, walk slowly with eyes 
cast down before the clergy to the 
Altar. 


4. The first Acolyte, being at the 
right of the second, carries his candle- 
stick by the knop with his right hand 
and holds the foot with his left; the 
second Acolyte carries his with his 
right hand under the foot and the 
knop in his left hand. 


5- Having arrived at the foot of the 
Altar, they genuflect on the pavement 
(or bow, see below), and retire on 
either side to the two corners of the 
steps, turning so as to face each 
other. 
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*Whenever they pass before the Altar 
they genuflect on the pavement, even 
should the Blessed Sacrament not be 
in the Tabernacle: if, however, it be 
the custom of the church to bow to 
the Altar, they will always do this, 
except to the Blessed Sacrament. 


6. The Celebrant and Ministers 
having arrived at the steps, the Aco- 
lytes turn towards the Altar and 
genuflect with them, they then unite 
and carry the candlesticks to the 
credence, kneel with hands joined, 
facing the Altar, and respond in an 
undertone to the Priest. They rise 
as the Celebrant goes up to the Altar, 
and remain standing near the credence. 

* Whenever the sacred Ministers go 
to sit down, the Acolytes raise the 
dalmatick and tunick over the back of 
the seat, lest they be injured. If they 
pass then before the Celebrant, they 
bow. At the reading of the Epistle 
and Gospel by the Celebrant they 
genuflect whenever he does so, and 
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make the usual signs of the Cross at 
the beginning of the Gospel. 

**If the Ministers wear folded 
Chasubles, the second Acolyte, while 
the Celebrant is singing the last Col- 
lect, will divest the Subdeacon of his, 
and will help him to resume it after kiss- 
ing the Celebrant’s hand. He will do 
the same for the Deacon while the Cele- 
brant is reading the Gospel, the first 
Acolyte assisting him to put on the 
large stole. After the Deacon has 
carried the missal across for the Post- 
communions, the first Acolyte will take 
off the large stole, and the second vest 
him in the folded chasuble. 


7: While the Celebrant, after reading 
the Gospel, is putting incense in the 
censer, they take their candlesticks, 
and when the Thurifer comes down 
from the Altar, they follow him to the 
centre of the quire, where at the sign 
of the Master of Ceremonies they genu- 
flect to the Altar and salute the choir at 
the same time as the sacred Ministers. 
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8. They then go to the place where 
the Gospel is usually sung, and place 
themselves in such a manner that the 
Subdeacon may stand between them, 
the first Acolyte on his right and the 
second on his left, in a straight line, 
facing the choir on the Epistle side. 
During the singing of the Gospel they 
do not genuflect nor sign themselves, 
but stand still. 

*If the Gospel be sung from an 
ambone, they stand facing towards the 
Deacon, as may be convenient. 


g. The Gospel ended, they return 
to the centre of the quire, a little way 
from the front steps, genuflect and 
return to the credence. Having put 
down their candlesticks, they stand as 
before, genuflecting with one knee 
when the Priest says And was incar- 
nate, and on both knees when it is 
sung by the choir. 


10. When the Subdeacon takes the 
Chalice, the second Acolyte folds the 
small veil which covered it; the first 
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follows the Subdeacon with the napkin 
and cruets, arranges everything on the 
Altar, and gives the cruets to the Sub- 
deacon. The wine and water being 
poured into the Chalice, he replaces 
all on the credence, and stands in his 
proper place. 


11, While the Deacon is censing the 
Celebrant, they make ready for the 
Lavabo, the first having the towel, and 
the second the cruet of water and the 
basin. The Deacon having retired, 
they stand before the Celebrant and 
minister the water and towel, bowing 
before and after. Having received 
the towel from the Celebrant, they 
replace everything on the credence, 
and remain standing. 

*In Masses when the Subdeacon does 
not hold the paten, he and the Deacon 
serve the Priest at the Lavabo, the 
Acolytes giving him the water and 
the towel to the Deacon. 


12. They bow to the Thurifer be- 
fore and after being censed by him, 
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and the first Acolyte bows to the other 
before being himself censed. When 
the Deacon makes the Confession, when 
there is a Communion, they stand as 
before ; or they may kneel until after 
the “ Comfortable words.” 


13. At the beginning of the Preface 
they retire to the sacristy to get the 
torches. They return at the Sanctus, 
walking side by side to the centre of 
the quire before the Altar, where they 
genuflect, and having saluted the choir 
and each other, separate a little and 
kneel in a straight line. 


14. After the Elevation, if there be 
no Communion, or if it be not a fast 
day or a Mass for the dead, they unite, 
genuflect, and without saluting the 
choir retire with the torches. They 
then return, genuflect, and go to their 
places, where they remain standing. 
When otherwise, they remain kneeling 
with the torches until after the first 
ablution, when they salute the choir 
and depart as above. 
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15. At the right time the first Aco- 
lyte removes the veil from the Sub- 
deacon’s shoulders, folds it up, and 
places it on the credence. They both 
bow while the Celebrant is communi- 
cating. At the proper time the first 
Acolyte carries the cruets to the Altar 
for the ablution and purification, while 
the second takes the Chalice-veil to 
the Gospel side, genuflecting in the 
centre. The Thurifer does this if 
they remain with the torches until 
after the Communion. 


16.For the blessing they kneel on 
both knees, rise at the beginning of 
the last Gospel, and make the usual 
signs of the Cross at the beginning. 
if the clergy remain in quire, they 
take their candles, genuflect together, 
and salute the choir with the sacred 
Ministers. 


17. Towards the end of the Gospel 
they take their candlesticks, go to the 
centre, and having genuflected at the 
words And the Word was made flesh, 
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or, if another Gospel be read, at its 
end, immediately withdraw to the 
sacristy. There they bow to the Cross, 
stand with the candlesticks in their 
hands until the arrival of the sacred 
Ministers, when they bow again, put 
out the candles, and divest the Deacon 
and Subdeacon of their maniples and 
folded chasubles, if they wear them. 
When the Celebrant has unvested, 
they help the sacred Ministers to un- 
vest, and then go to put out the 
candles on the Altar, if no other 
person be appointed to do so. 

*The Acolytes stand at the credence, 
unless some duty require otherwise. 
When the Celebrant and Ministers 
sit, they may do so also on the steps 
of the sanctuary, and the Thurifer too, 
when he is not acting as Master of 
Ceremonies. They usually hold their 
hands joined before the breast when 
the Priest sings or reads, and at other 
times folded on the breast. In quire 
the bows are generally made on the 
Gospel side first, and then on that of 
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the Epistle, beginning with the highest 
dignitary. The torch is held in the 
outside hand. When one hand is 
occupied the other is laid on the 
breast. When giving anything to the 
Celebrant they kiss it first, and also after 
receiving it back, except in Masses of 
the Dead. If they are to communi- 
cate at the Mass they do so after the 
sacred Ministers and Priests. They 
genuflect before and after their Com- 
munion, having given their torches 
meanwhile to two other clerks. 
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1. A quarter of an hour before Mass 
the Thurifer goes to the sacristy, puts 
on his cotta, and if the Acolytes are 
not there, assists the sacred Ministers 
to vest. 


2. At the beginning of Mass he 
makes fire ready in the censer. At 
the end of the preparation he goes to 
the Altar, and having genuflected (or 
if it be the custom of the church to 
bow, having bowed, which he will 
always do iP it be the custom, except 
to the Blessed Sacrament) stands 
opposite the Epistle corner on the 
pavement. He goes up to the pre- 
della at the Epistle corner, gives the 
incense-boat to the Master of Cere- 
monies, and holds up the censer to 
have the incense put in; when it has 
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been put in and blessed, he lowers the 
cover of the censer and gives it to the 
Deacon; then taking the boat in his 
left hand, with his right extended on 
his breast, he descends to the pave- 
ment. 


3. During the censing of the Cele- 
brant he stands near the Deacon, a 
little behind on his left, and makes 
with him a bow before and after. 
He takes the censer in his right hand, 
carries it to the proper place, and then 
returns to his place in quire. 


4. The Collects being sung, he goes 
to make ready the censer, and as soon 
as the Celebrant has read the Gospel 
(unless there be a long Tract to be 
sung), he goes to the Altar for incense 
to be put in, and when it has been 
blessed, takes the censer in his right 
hand and the boat in his left, goes 
down to the pavement, and walks 
before the Acolytes to the centre of 
the quire before the Altar, at some — 
distance from the steps, where he 
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stands at the right of the Master of 
Ceremonies. When the sign is given, 
he genuflects before the Altar, and 
having saluted the choir with the 
sacred Ministers, allows the first Aco- 
lyte to pass him, and then goes to the 
left of the Deacon, standing a little 
behind him, so as to face the first 
Acolyte. 


5. At the right time he gives the 
censer to the Master of Ceremonies, 
and having received it again raises the 
cover a little, and swings it gently, to 
keep the fire alight. 


6. The Gospel ended, he gives the 
censer to the Deacon, and makes with 
him the usual bows before and after 
the censing of the Celebrant. If the 
Creed be sung, he genuflects behind 
the Deacon, bows at the word God, 
and then goes to put the censer in its 
proper place; he then returns to the 
credence. Should the Creed not be 
sung, he genuflects at the Altar, and 
goes to make ready the censer for 
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the censing of the oblation and the 
Altar. 


7. When the Creed (if sung) is 
nearly ended, he goes to prepare the 
censer, and will be in readiness to go 
to the Altar after the offering of the 
Chalice. The incense put in, he takes 
the boat, puts it on the credence, and 
stands at the Epistle corner with hands 
joined. He assists the Deacon while 
he censes the Celebrant, the choir, and 
the Subdeacon, standing at his left a 
little behind, and making the bows 
and genuflections with him. He then 
takes the censer, and when the Deacon 
takes his place behind the Celebrant, 
censes him with two double swings. 
Then he censes the Acolytes with one 
double swing each, and lastly, going to 
the entrance of the quire, he censes the 
people with three double swings, the 
first towards the centre, the second to 
his left, and the third to his right, 
making the due bows before and after 
and the genuflections in passing be- 
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fore the Altar. He then carries the 
censer to its proper place. 


8. He again renews the fire, and a 
little before the Elevation goes to the 
Altar at the Epistle side to the right 
of the Master of Ceremonies, who puts 
incense in the censer. This done, he 
kneels on the pavement, and censes 
the Sacred Host at the time of the 
Elevation with three double swings, 
making with the Master of Ceremonies 
a profound bow before and after. He 
does the same at the Elevation of the 
Chalice. He then genuflects to the 
Holy Sacrament, goes to put the 
censer in its place, and returns to the 
Altar. 

*Here his office ends unless the 
Acolytes remain with their torches 
until the Communion: in this case 


g. He will at the right time untie 
and take off the veil from the Sub- 
deacon’s shoulders, fold it up, and 
take it to the credence. Having 
received the Pax from the one standing 
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next him in the quire or from the 
Master of Ceremonies, according to 
his position, he carries the Chalice-veil 
to the Gospel side, presents the cruets 
at the right moment for the purifica- 
tion and ablution (unless the veil is 
removed and the cruets presented by 
the Acolytes), and having put all on 
the credence, returns to his place. 


10. If after the Pax the clergy re- 
ceive Communion, he takes the veil 
and the Communion-cloth, crosses over 
to the other side and kneels on the 
pavement; when the Priest turns 
round, he kneels on the side of the 
predella to spread or hold the cloth 
with the Master of Ceremonies. After 
the Communion he descends to the 
pavement, genuflects with the Master 
of Ceremonies, and goes to the cre- 
dence to minister the cruets as above. 

** When the censer does not contain 
blessed incense he holds it in his left 
hand and the boat in his right ; and vice 
versa when it is blessed. During the 
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singing of the Gospel and processions 

he places the little finger in the ring of 

the small cover and the thumb in the 

ring of the chain connected with the 

large cover ; on other occasions (when 
| he goes to receive incense, etc.) he 
holds it at the top of the chains under 
the small cover, in such manner that 
| the large cover is raised a little (apart 
from the act of censing). 
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Duties of fhe Master of 
Ceremonies and ofher 
Ministers af Masses of 
the Dread 


1. The black vestments and every- 
thing necessary for the offices should 
be ready in the sacristy. The bench 
on which the Ministers sit should be 
uncovered. The antependium of the 
Altar and the carpet should be black 
(unless the Holy Sacrament be re- 
served at the Altar, when they will be 
purple) ; the predella only should be 
covered and not the steps. The 
credence should be covered with a 
small linen cloth hanging down only 
a little at the sides, and on it should be 
placed, besides the Chalice, cruets, etc., 
the candles to be distributed to the 
choir. It is not covered with the 
humeral veil, as this is not used. 
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2. After the Preparation the Deacon 
and Subdeacon do not go up to the 
Altar, but stand in line behind the 
Celebrant, and when he kisses the 
Altar, they genuflect and go to the 
Epistle corner to assist as usual at the 
Introit, the censing of the Altar being 
omitted. The clergy in quire kneel 
during the singing of the Collects. 


3- The Subdeacon does not present 
himself to the Celebrant with the 
missal after the Epistle, nor does he 
receive the blessing nor kiss the Cele- 
brant’s hand, but after the usual bows 
to the choir gives the book to the 
Master of Ceremonies. 


4. During the singing of the Se- 
quence the Celebrant, having first read 
it, goes by the shorter way to sit down. 
The clerks appointed distribute candles 
to the clergy, who hold them lighted 
while the Gospel is sung and from the 
Sanctus to the Communion of the 
Celebrant inclusively. 
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5. A little before the end of the 
Sequence the Master of Ceremonies 
signs to the sacred Ministers to go by 
the shorter way to the Altar; the 
Celebrant bows down at the centre 
and says the Cleanse my heart, while 
the Subdeacon takes the book and its 
stand to the Gospel corner; and the 
Deacon at the right time carries the 
missal in the usual way to the Altar, 
puts it down, and kneels on the 
edge of the predella, where he says 
Cleanse my heart, without asking 
the Celebrant’s blessing or kissing 
his hand. 


6. The Celebrant having read the 
Gospel, the Master of Ceremonies 
signs to the Deacon and Subdeacon to 
descend to the pavement, incense not 
being used. The two Acolytes with 
hands joined and without candles place 
themselves in the middle, and they go 
to the place where the Gospel is sung. 
The Deacon does not cense the book 
nor the Celebrant afterwards. 
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7. The Gospel ended, the Subdeacon 
gives the book to the Master of Cere- 
monies at once, without presenting it 
to the Celebrant to be kissed. All 
genuflect and return to their places. 
The Creed is not sung. 


8. When the Celebrant has said Let 
us pray at the Offertory, the Master 
of Ceremonies signs to the Subdeacon 
to genuflect and go to the credence, 
where he takes the Chalice covered 
with the veil and burse, which he 
carries to the Altar at the Epistle 
corner. The Deacon takes the burse, 
and spreads the corporal as usual; the 
Subdeacon takes the veil from the 
Chalice, giving it to the Acolyte, and 
pours the water into the Chalice with- 
out asking the blessing. 

* When they present incense, cruets, 
towel or anything else, or when they 
take anything, they do not kiss the 
hand nor the thing presented. 


g. As the Subdeacon does not hold 
the paten, the Master of Ceremonies 
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directs him to go to the Celebrant’s 
left, genuflecting before the centre of 
the Altar. After the offering of the 
Chalice the Deacon puts the paten 
partly under the corporal, and covers 
the rest with the purificator. At the 
right time he presents the incense, and 
when the Celebrant has blessed it, 
the oblation and the Altar are censed 
as usual, both the sacred Ministers 
raising the chasuble. 


10. Afterwards the Deacon censes 
the Celebrant only. Then the Sub- 
deacon takes the cruet and basin from 
one of the Acolytes, and the Deacon, 
having given the censer to the Thuri- 
fer, takes the towel from the other, 
and both assist in washing the Cele- 
brant’s hands. They then stand one 
behind the other, and the Deacon 
responds to the Let us pray for the 
whole state etc. 


11. At the right time the Deacon 
goes up to the Celebrant’s right and 
the Subdeacon to his left, to say the 
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Sanctus ; which ended, the Subdeacon 
returns to his place, and the Deacon 
goes as usual to the Celebrant’s left. 


12. At the words Grant that we 
receiving the Master of Ceremonies 
directs the Deacon to go to the Cele- 
brant’s right, and the Subdeacon to go 
to the Epistle corner. The Sub- 
deacon, kneeling on the lowest step 
and facing the Gospel side, takes the 
censer from the Master of Ceremonies 
(the incense being already put in it), 
and censes the Blessed Sacrament at 
each Elevation. He gives back the 
censer, goes to his place, and remains 
standing there until The peace of the 
Lord. The Acolytes remain kneeling 
with their torches until the Celebrant’s 
Communion. 


13. At the words Forgive us our 
trespasses the Master of Ceremonies 
signs to the Deacon only to genuflect 
and go to the right of the Celebrant 
to give the paten to him. Ai little 
before the Celebrant says the Agnus, 
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the Master of Ceremonies signs to the 
Subdeacon to genuflect and go to the 
left of the Celebrant, where he genu- 
flects with the others, and bowing 
low towards the Blessed Sacrament, 
says the Agnus, but without striking 
his breast. 


14. After the Agnus, as the Pax is 
not given, the Master of Ceremonies 
directs the Deacon and Subdeacon to 
change places, the Deacon going to 
the Celebrant’s left and the Subdea- 
con to his right, both genuflecting 
before leaving and after arriving there. 
They then continue as usual. 


15. After the last The Lord be with 
you the Deacon sings May they rest 
in peace without turning round, and 
always in the plural. The Celebrant 
also says it turned to the Altar, and 
without giving the blessing continues 
as at other Masses. 
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Deacon and Subdearvn 


1. The Acolytes appointed to serve 
this Mass should follow exactly the 
rules given in The Manner of Serving 
Low Mass, and those added here as 
well. 


2. At the right time they put on 
their cottas and make ready all that is 
necessary—viz. the corporal spread on 
the Altar and the Chalice placed upon 
it, and the ciborium, if required, be- 
hind it; and the missal opened with 
the markers in the right places on the 
Epistle side; the cruets, towel, book 
for the Epistle, and Communion-cloth 
on the credence. The first Acolyte 
should make ready to sing the Epistle. 

* At these Masses the use of incense 
is not sanctioned, although in some 
places the practice wrongly obtains.

3. At the last bell the first Acolyte 
assists the Celebrant to vest, and the 
second lights the candles on the Altar. 
The Celebrant being vested, the Aco- 
lytes place themselves at his sides and 
with him bow to the Cross of the 
sacristy ; then they unite and go with 
hands joined to the Altar. The first 
presents holy water to the Celebrant 
and then to his companion. 


4. On reaching the Altar, the Cele- 
brant being in the middle, the first 
Acolyte takes his biretta with the 
usual kisses, and having genuflected 
with his companion carries it to the 
Celebrant’s seat. The second Acolyte, 
having genuflected, kneels at the left 
of the Celebrant a little behind, and 
responds with the first Acolyte who 
kneels at the Celebrant’s right. 


5. At the words O Lord hear my 
prayer they both rise and raise the 
edge of the Celebrant’s vestments a 
little while he goes up to the predella. 
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They then kneel on the lowest step 
and make the responses. 


6. If the Celebrant sit down after 
saying the Kyrie, they genuflect to- 
gether in the centre of the pavement, 
and go to his seat. The first stands 
at his right and the second at his left ; 
they raise the chasuble, to prevent 
him sitting on it, and the first gives 
him the biretta with the usual 
kisses. Both stand with hands joined 
nearly facing each other, but not 
so as to turn their backs on the 
Altar. 

*They will do the same when the 
Priest goes to sit down at the Creed 
and Gloria, rising immediately when he 
bows before leaving the Altar. If any 
sentence is sung at which a bow is 
made, they do so towards the Cross, 
the first Acolyte signing to the Cele- 
brant when to take off and put on his 
biretta. When the choir sings And 
was incarnate, they turn towards the 
Altar, and kneel down. 
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7. At the last Kyrie the first Acolyte 
signs to the Celebrant to go to the 
Altar, takes his biretta, and puts it on 
the seat. Both go with the Priest to 
the middle of the Altar, genuflect on 
the pavement, raise his vestments, and 
kneel in their places. 


8. When the Celebrant begins the 
last Collect, the Acolytes go to the 
Epistle side, the second stands near 
the Celebrant to assist him, and the 
first takes the missal from the cre- 
dence, and stands on the pavement 
behind the Celebrant. At the words 
Jesus Christ in the last Collect, he 
bows towards the Cross, goes to the 
centre, genuflects, and returns to his 
place behind the Celebrant to sing the 
Epistle. Which ended, he genuflects 
in the centre, and without kissing the 
Celebrant’s hand takes the missal to 
the credence, and then kneels in his 
usual place. 

*If a long Sequence or Tract be 
sung, the Celebrant may go after 
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reading it to sit down; towards the 
end he goes to the Altar by the shorter 
way and says Cleanse my heart. 


g. At the right time the second 
Acolyte carries the missal by the 
longer way to the Gospel corner, and 
then kneels in his place. At the be- 
ginning of the Gospel both rise, and 
at the end answer Praise be to thee 
O Christ; they then kneel until the 
Celebrant goes to sit down after the 
Creed. 


10. When the Celebrant has sung 
Let us pray at the Offertory, the Aco- 
lytes rise, genuflect, and go to the 
credence for the cruets, which they 
place on their stand on the Altar. 
The first Acolyte presents the wine, 
and the second, who is on the left, the 
water; the second pours the water for 
the Lavabo, and the first presents the 
towel. Both bow to the Celebrant 
before and after as at High Mass. 
Having replaced the cruets, they 
return to the centre, genuflect on 
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the pavement, and kneel in their 
places. 


11. At the Preface it will be con- 
venient that some other Clerks of the 
choir bear the torches; the number 
may vary according to the festival. 
At the Elevation both Acolytes raise 
the chasuble, and continue as at other 
Masses. 


12. When the Priest has received 
the Sacred Host and genuflected, the 
first Acolyte rises and goes to minister 
the wine and water for the ablutions ; 
the second goes to the missal, and 
when the first goes to the Gospel side 
to arrange the Chalice, goes down to 
the pavement with the missal and 
genuflects with him in the centre; he 
sets the missal on the Epistle corner, 
and returns to his place. 


13. The first Acolyte, having ar- 
ranged the Chalice, takes it to the 
credence, genuflects in the centre, and 
kneels in his place. 
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14. At the last Gospel they rise, and 
the first goes to get the biretta; at 
The Word was made flesh they genu- 
flect, and when the Celebrant descends 
from the Altar, they genuflect on either 
side of him. The Priest, having 
taken his biretta, goes to the sacristy, 
preceded by the Acolytes. 


15. Arrived in the sacristy they bow 
to the Cross; the first assists the 
Celebrant to unvest, while the second 
puts out the candles, and arranges 
everything in its proper place. 

*When Communion is given, they 
both say the Confession, and after the 
Celebrant has received the Sacred 
Host, the first Acolyte goes to take 
the Communion-cloth, returns to the 
centre and kneels on the pavement. 
If the Confession is not said before the 
Preface, they say it after the Priest has 
received the Precious Blood, bowing 
profoundly ; and then rise, genuflect 
with the Celebrant, and kneel on the 
predella to communicate ; after which 
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they rise, genuflect, and separate to 
hold the cloth, which they do kneeling. 
When the clergy and people have 
communicated, the first Acolyte pulls 
the cloth towards himself, genuflects 
with the second in the centre, and goes 
with him to minister the cruets for 
the ablutions, as above. 
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1. The Priest, who is to celebrate 
Mass, having, when necessary, made 
use of the Sacrament of Confession, 
and at least recited the Morning 
Office, should spend some time in 
prayer, saying the prayers in the 
Missal, according to his opportunity. 
Then he goes to the place in the 
Sacristy or elsewhere, where the vest- 
ments and other things are kept: he 
takes the Missal, finds the Mass, 
reads it through, and arranges the 
markers in their places. Afterwards 
he washes his hands, saying the prayer 
appointed. Then he prepares the 
Chalice, putting over its mouth a 
clean purificator, and on that the 
Paten with a whole Host, cleansing 
it gently if necessary from fragments,

and covering it with the pall, and 
then with the silk veil: on the veil 
he places the burse, containing the 


Corporal, folded square. 


2. Having arranged them in this 
manner, he then goes to the vest- 
ments. If he be a secular Prelate, he 
dresses over the rochet; if a regular 
Prelate, or a secular Priest, over the 
surplice, if convenient, otherwise 
without it, over the cassock ; saying 
at each garment the prayer appointed. 


3. First he takes the Amice at the 
corners by the strings, kisses it in the 
middle, where the Cross is, places it 
on his head, and at once lowers it to 
his neck: he pulls it round over his 
clothes, and drawing the strings under 
his arms and round his back, ties 
them before his breast. Then he 
puts on the Alb, putting it over his 
head, and his right arm in the right 
sleeve. He arranges it on his body, 
and girds himself with the Girdle, 
handed him from behind by the 
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server, who arranges the Alb, so that 
it may hang evenly all round about a 
finger’s length from the ground. The 
Priest takes the Maniple, kisses the 
Cross in the middle, and puts it on 
his left arm. Then taking the Stole 
with both hands, he kisses it likewise, 
and placing the middle on his neck, 
crosses it over his breast, by bringing 
the part hanging from his left shoulder 
to the right, and the part hanging 
from his right shoulder to the left, 
and fastening each part with the ends 
of the Girdle. 


4- If the Celebrant be a Bishop, he 
does not cross the Stole on his breast, 
but allows each part to hang down 
on either side: and before he takes 
it, he puts on the small pectoral Cross, 
which he kisses and hangs by the 
strings before his breast. ‘The Man- 
iple, also, he does not take before the 
Stole, except in Masses for the dead, 
but takes it at the Altar, when he 
says in the Confession May the

almighty and merciful God etc., and 
kisses it first. 


Lastly the Priest takes the Chasuble. 


5. The Priest, clad in all the vest- 
ments, takes the Chalice in his left 
hand, folding the front of the veil 
over the burse, which is held firmly 
upon the Chalice with his right hand. 
Having made a reverence to the 
Cross or image in the Sacristy, he 
goes to the Altar (taking holy water 
as he enters the Church), with head 
covered, and preceded by the server 
with the Missal. He walks with 
eyes cast down, solemn gait, body 
upright. If he pass before the high 
Altar, he makes a reverence to it 
with head covered ; if before the place 
of the Sacrament, a genuflection. If 
before an Altar where Mass is being 
celebrated, when the Elevation is 
taking place, or the Holy Communion 
is being administered, he likewise 
genuflects, and uncovering his head 
adores the most holy Sacrament; 
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nor does he rise until the Chalice has 
been placed upon the Corporal. 


6. When he has reached the Altar, 
he stands before the lowest step, and 
handing his biretta to the server, 
bows profoundly to the Altar or to 
the image of the Crucified on it. But 
if the tabernacle of the most holy 
Sacrament be upon it, he makes the 
due reverence and genuflects. Then 
he goes up to the midst of the Altar, 
and putting the Chalice towards the 
Gospel corner, draws out the Corporal 
from the burse, spreads it out on the 
Altar, and places the Chalice on it 
covered with the veil; the burse he 
puts towards the Gospel corner. If 
he takes the vestments at the Altar, 
he does this before he goes down 
from the Altar to begin Mass. 


7. If he is going to consecrate more 
Hosts than can remain on the Paten 
for giving Holy Communion, he puts 
them on the Corporal before the 
Chalice, or in a Chalice or Ciborium 
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or blessed vessel, which he places 
behind the Chalice and covers. 


8. Having placed the Chalice on 
the Altar, he goes to the Epistle 
corner, opens the Missal, finds the 
Mass, and arranges the markers. 
Then returning to the midst of the 
Altar, he makes first a reverence to 
the Cross, and turning towards the 
Epistle corner descends obliquely 
below the lowest step of the Altar, 
there to make the Confession. 


g. Here he turns towards the Altar, 
and standing before the midst, with 
hands joined before his breast, the 
fingers straight and joined evenly, 
and the right thumb crossed over the 
left (which is always observed when 
the hands are joined, except after the 
Consecration), with head uncovered, 
he first makes a profound reverence 
to the Cross or Altar, or if the taber- 
nacle of the most holy Sacrament be 
upon it a genuflection, and standing 
upright begins the Mass. 
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10. If he is going to celebrate in 
presence of an Archbishop, in his 
province, or Bishop, in his see, he 
stands before the lowest step at the 
Gospel corner and waits until the 
sign is given, when he turns to the 
Altar, and begins the Mass. 


II. The Celebrant, then, standing 
before the lowest step of the Altar, 
makes the sign of the Cross with his 
right hand from forehead to breast, 
saying with a distinct voice: In the 

ame of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. And 
after this, he must not take notice of 
anyone celebrating at another Altar, 
even though the elevation take place, 
but must continue his own Mass 
without pause to the end. 


12. When he signs himself, he 
always places his left hand below the 
breast: when blessing other things at 
the Altar, e.g. the oblations, he places 
it on the Altar, unless otherwise 
directed. When blessing himself, he 
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turns the palm of his right hand 
towards himself, and with all the 
fingers joined and held straight, 
forms the sign of the Cross from 
forehead to breast and from the 
left shoulder to the right. But if 
he blesses others or anything, he 
turns the little finger towards the 
person or thing he is blessing: and 
in blessing he holds his right hand 
straight, with all the fingers joined 
evenly and held straight: and this is 
observed in every blessing. 


13. When he has said: In the Name 
of the Father etc., as above, he joins 
‘his hands again before his breast, and 
says in a clear voice the Antiphon: 
I will go unto the Altar of God. The 
server answers: Even unto the God 
of my joy and gladness. Then the 
Priest begins, and continues alter- 
nately with the server the Psalm Give 
sentence to the end with Glory be to 
the Father. Having finished it he 
repeats with the server the Antiphon 
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I will go, as above. This Psalm is 
never omitted, except in Masses of 
the Dead and in Masses of the Season 
from Passion Sunday inclusive to 
Holy Saturday exclusive. Having 
said the Antiphon with the server, as 
above, he at once continues WY. Our 
help etc., as in the Missal. When 
he says: Glory be to the Father etc., 
he bows his head to the Cross. 


14. Having repeated the Antiphon [| 
will go, he makes the sign of the Cross 
from forehead to breast, saying: Y. 
Our help is in the Name of the Lord. 
RZ. Who hath made heaven and earth. 
Then bowing low to the Altar with 
hands joined he says: I confess as in 
the Ordinary of the Mass, standing 
bowed in this manner until the server 
has said: Almighty God etc. When 
the server begins I confess, he stands 
up. When the Priest says: through 
my fault he strikes his breast thrice 
with his right hand, the left being 
placed below his breast. 
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15. If he be in presence of an Arch- 
bishop in his province, or Bishop in 
his see, in the place where he says: 
to you brethren, he says: to thee 
Father; and at the end where he 
says: you brethren, he must say : thee 
Father; and when he says this he 
bows profoundly. 


16. The server having made the 
Confession, the Celebrant standing 
answers: Almighty God etc. Then 
he makes the sign of the Cross saying : 
May the Almighty and merciful God 
etc. If he is a Bishop, or Abbat 
having Pontifical faculties, he takes 
the Maniple, kissing it in the middle. 
Standing with joined hands he con- 
tinues: Wilt thou not turn again 
etc., with what follows in the Ordin- 
ary of the Mass, in a clear voice as 
far as the Lord’s Prayer, and when 
he says: Let us pray, he extends and 
joins his hands. 


17. If he celebrate in presence of a 
Prelate, as above, he makes to him a 
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low reverence and going to the midst 
of the Altar before the bottom step 
there begins: Our Father, as in the 
Missal. 


18. While saying: Almighty God 
unto whom all hearts be open etc., 
he goes up with hands joined to 
the midst of the Altar, and there 
bowing down with hands joined and 
placed upon it, so that the little fingers 
merely touch the front of the mensa 
of the Altar, and the rest of the hands 
are held between the Altar and him- 
self with the right thumb crossed 
over the left (all which is always 
observed when the hands are placed 
joined on the Altar), he says secretly : 
We beseech thee etc., and when he 
says: Whose relicks are here, he 
kisses the Altar in the midst with 
hands extended equally on either side 
and placed upon it (which is always 
observed when he kisses the Altar, 
but after the Consecration the thumbs 
and forefingers are not disjoined). 
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Also in every kissing, whether of the 
Altar or book or anything else, he 
does not make the sign of the Cross 
over that which is to be kissed either 
with thumb or hand. 


19. Having kissed the Altar he 
goes to the Epistle corner, and stand- 
ing there turned to the Altar, he 
makes the sign of the Cross from 
forehead to breast beginning in a 
clear voice the Introit of the Mass 
and continuing it with hands joined. 
When he says: Glory be to the Father, 
he bows his head to the Cross with 
joined hands, and when he repeats 
the Introit he does not sign himself. 
If it be the custom of the church in 
which he celebrates, he stands as. 
above and says the Lord’s Prayer aio.’ 
Collect for Purity instead of the 
Introit of the Mass: should he do 
this, he omits these Prayers above 
(Nos. 16-18), and says, while he goes 
up to the Altar the Prayer Put far 
from us etc. Having repeated the 
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Introit, he goes with hands joined 
before his breast to the midst of the 
Altar, and standing there turned 
towards it with hands joined he says 
in the same voice thrice: Kyrie 
eleison, thrice: Christe eleison, and 
again thrice: Kyrie eleison, alternately 
with the server. If the server or 
others do not answer him, he says it 
nine times himself. If the X Com- 
mandments are to be said, he 
stands as above, but faces the people; 
and when he has said the last, 
he turns back to the Altar, and 
says the Prayer for the King, 
standing in the midst. (If it be the 
custom of the church, the Priest 
having said the last Kyrie eleison. 
extends and raises his hands, and 
L.c.ns in the same voice, if it is to 
be said: Glory be to God on high, 
Otherwise he says: Glory be to God 
on high, if it is to be said, as is 
appointed below No. 52). 


20. Having said the Prayer for the 
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King, if it is to be said, the Celebrant 
kisses the Altar in the middle with 
hands extended on either side, as 
above, and placed upon it: then join- 
ing them before his breast and with 
eyes cast down, he turns by the right 
towards the people, and extending and 
joining his hands before his breast, as 
before, says in the same voice: The 
Lord be with you, or if he be a 
Bishop: Peace be unto you (which 
is said only in this place when the 
Hymn Glory be to God on high is 
to be said), RZ. And with thy spirit, 
and with hands joined as before he 
returns the same way to the book, 
and there extending and joining them 
before his breast and bowing his head 
to the Cross, he says: Let us pray: 
and then extends his hands before his 
breast, so that the palm of the one 
faces that of the other, the fingers 
joined together and not overlapping 
the shoulders in height or distance 
from each other (which is always 
observed when the hands are extended 
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before the breast). Standing thus 
with hands extended he says the 
Collect. When he says: Through 
Jesus Christ, he joins his hands and 
keeps them joined to the end. If the 
Collect end differently, Who with thee 
or Who livest, when he says: in the 
unity, he joins his hands. 


21. When he mentions the name 
JESUS, he bows his head to the 
Cross: and this he does also when it 
occurs in the Epistle. Likewise when 
he mentions the name of Blessed 
Mary or of the Saints of whom the 
Mass is said or of whom a Com- 
memoration is made, and in the 
Collect for the Chief Bishop when 
he is mentioned, he always bows his 
head; but not towards the Cross, un- 
less in the principal part of the Altar 
is a picture or image of the B. V. M. 
or of the Saint, when he bows his 
head to that. If more than one 
Collect is to be said, he observes the 
same manner as above, in voice, in 
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extending his hands, and in bowing 
his head; but he says: Let us pray 
before the second Collect and not 
again, and he only finishes the first 
one and the last : through Jesus Christ 
etc., or Who liveth etc. 


22. On Ember days or at other 
times when several Collects are to 
be said, with the Prophecies, having 
said: Kyrie eleison, or the X Com- 
mandments, in the midst of the Altar, 
he goes to the Epistle corner, and 
there standing before the book, he 
extends and joins his hands before 
his breast, and bowing his head to 
the Cross, says: Let us pray. Let 
us bow the knee; and there with 
hands extended on the Altar, he 
genuflects, and rising at once, while 
the server answers in the same voice: 
Arise, he extends his hands and says 
the Collect, as above. While he reads 
the Prophecies, he holds his hands 
on the book or the Altar, as will be 
said in treating of the Epistle. 
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23. Having said the Collects, the 
Celebrant placing his hands on the 
book, or on the Altar so that his 
palms touch the book, or (if he 
please) holding the book, reads the 
Epistle with a distinct voice, and is 
answered by the server: Thanks be 
to God, and likewise standing in the 
same way he continues the Gradual, 
Alleluia, and Tract or Sequence, if 
they are to be said. Which ended, if 
the server does not carry the Missal 
to the Gospel corner, the Priest does 
so himself, bowing his head to the 
Cross when he passes before the midst 
of the Altar, and arranges the Missal 
so that the back of the book is to- 
wards the corner of the Altar, and not 
toward the wall behind nor at right 
angles to it. 


24. Having placed the Missal on 
the Altar (or while it is being carried 
there by the server), the Celebrant 
goes to the midst of the Altar, and 
there standing with hands joined 
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before his breast, lifting up his eyes 
to God and immediately casting them 
down, he bows profoundly and says 
secretly : Cleanse my heart, and Pray, 
Lord, give me thy blessing. The 
Lord be in my heart, as in the Ordin- 
ary. This said, he goes to the Missal, 
and there standing towards it, with 
hands joined before his breast, he 
says with a distinct voice: The Lord 
be with you. RZ. And with thy spirit. 
Then he makes the sign of the Cross 
with the thumb of his right hand first 
on the book at the beginning of the 
Gospel which he is going to read, 
then on his forehead, lips and breast, 
saying: The holy Gospel is written 
or The beginning of the holy Gospel 
etc. Ry. Glory be to thee O Lord. 
Then with hands again joined before 
his breast, standing as above, he con- 
tinues the Gospel to the end. At the 
conclusion the server, who stands at 
the Epistle side below the bottom 
step of the Altar, answers: Praise be 
to thee O Christ, and the Priest, 
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lifting the book a little, kisses it at the 
beginning of the Gospel, saying: By 
the words of the Gospel etc., except 
in Masses of the Dead; if he cele- 
brate in presence of an Archbishop in 
his province or Bishop in his see, the 
book is carried to the Prelate to be 
kissed, and the Celebrant does not 
kiss it, nor say: By the words of the 
Gospel. When the name of JESUS 
occurs, he bows his head to the book, 
and in like manner he genuflects to- 
wards the book, when he has to do 
this in the Gospel. 


25. Having said the Gospel, he goes 
to the midst of the Altar, and stand- 
ing turned towards the Cross, raising 
and extending his hands, he begins 
(if it is to be said): I believe; when 
he says: in one God, he joins his 
hands and bows his head to the 
Cross; then standing upright with 
hands joined before his breast, as 
before, he continues it to the end. 
When he says: Jesus Christ, he bows 
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his head to the Cross; when he says: 
And was incarnate, he genuflects 
until And was made man, inclusive; 
when he says : together is worshipped, 
he bows his head to the Cross; when 
he says: And the life of the world to 
come. Amen. he makes the sign of 
the Cross with his right hand from 
forehead to breast. 


26. The Creed ended, or if it is 
not to be said, after the Gospel, the 
Celebrant kisses the Altar in the 
midst, and with joined hands turns 
by his right (as was said above) to 
the people, and extending and joining 
his hands he says: The Lord be with 
you, and with joined hands turns 
back the same way to the midst of 
the Altar; and there extending and 
joining his hands and bowing his 
head to the Cross, he says: Let us 
pray; then with hands joined as 
before he says the Offertory. All 
that is to be said in the midst of the 
Altar till the end of Mass is said in 
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this manner, the Priest standing to- 
wards the Altar, unless is otherwise 
ordered. 


27. Having said the Offertory, he 
uncovers the Chalice, puts it at the 
Epistle corner, and with his right 
hand removes the small Pall from 
over the Host; he takes the Paten 
with the Host, and holding it up with 
both hands before his breast, lifting 
up his eyes to God and immediately 
casting them down, he says: O holy 
Father etc. 


28. If there are other Hosts not on 
the Paten, but on the Corporal or in a 
Ciborium or other vessel, to be con- 
secrated for the communion of the 
people, he uncovers with his right 
hand the Ciborium or vessel, and 
directs his intention to offer and con- 
secrate those Hosts also, while he 
says, as above: O holy Father etc., 
as in the Ordinary of the Mass. 
Having said this, holding the Paten 
in both hands, he makes the sign of 
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the Cross with it over the Corporal, 
and puts down the Host in the 
middle of the front part of the Cor- 
poral before himself, and the Paten 
on his right hand partly under the 
Corporal, and covers it with the 
purificator, when he has wiped the 
Chalice, as will be directed. If there 
is a vessel with other Hosts, he covers 
it with its cover or with another 
Paten or Pall. 


29. Then he takes the Chalice, which 
he wipes with the Purificator, and at 
the Epistle corner, holding it with his 
left hand by the knop, takes the wine- 
cruet from the server’s hand (who 
kisses the cruet but not the Cele- 
brant’s hand) and puts wine into the 
Chalice. Then holding the Chalice 
in the same way, he makes the sign 
of the Cross over the water-cruet, 
and says: O God who hast laid, and 
pouring a little water into the Chalice 
he continues: Grant that by the mys- 
tery of this water and wine etc. But 
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does not make the sign of the Cross 
over the water, but pours it in without 
blessing, saying the Prayer as above. 


30. Having poured water into the 
Chalice and placed it toward the 
Corporal, he goes to the midst 
of the Altar, takes the Chalice in 
his right hand, and holds it up 
with both hands, the foot with the 
left and the knop below the bowl 
with the right, and with his eyes 
raised to God he offers it, saying: 
We here present to thee etc. Having 
said the Prayer, he makes the sign of 
the Cross with the Chalice over the 
Corporal, and places it in the middle 
behind the Host, and covers it with 
the Pall. Then with hands joined 
and placed on the Altar, bowing down 
a little, he says secretly: With humble 
spirits etc. Then standing up, he 
lifts up his eyes, and stretching out 
his hands, raising them on high and 
joining them before his breast (which 
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he always does when he is going to 
bless anything) he says: Come, O 
thou fount of holiness etc. When 
he says: and bless, he signs with his 
right hand over the Host and Chalice 
together, with his left hand placed on 
the Altar. 


31. Then with hands joined before 
his breast he goes to the Epistle 
corner, and standing there washes his 
hands, the server pouring the water 
over the tips of his thumbs and first 
fingers, saying the Psalm: | will wash 
my hands, with Glory be to the 
Father etc.; the verse Glory be to 
the Father is omitted in Masses of 
the dead and in Masses of the Season 
from Passion Sunday till Holy Satur- 


day exclusive. 


32. The Celebrant having washed 
his hands wipes them, and joining 
them before his breast returns to the 
midst of the Altar. Standing there, 
he raises his eyes to God, and lower- 
ing them at once, with his hands 
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joined and placed on the Altar, bow- 
ing down a little, he says secretly the 
Prayer: Receive, O holy Trinity etc. 
This said, extending his hands and 
placing them on either side upon the 
Altar, he kisses it in the midst; then 
with hands joined before his breast 
and eyes cast down to the ground, he 
turns from left to right to the people, 
and extending and joining his hands, 
says in a voice somewhat raised : Let 
us pray, and continues secretly : for 
the whole state etc., while he finishes 
the circle, turning back, with hands 
joined before his breast, by his right 
hand to the midst of the Altar. 
The server or those present having 
answered: The Lord receive this 
sacrifice at thy hands etc. (or other- 
wise having said it himself, saying: 
this sacrifice at my hands), the Cele- 
brant says in a low voice: Amen. 
And with hands extended before his 
breast, as was done at the Collect, 
standing in the midst of the Altar 
towards the book, he says at once 
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without Let us pray the secret Prayer 
or Prayers. When he says: Grant 
this he joins his hands; when he 
says: for Jesus Christ’s sake, he bows 
his head; this he does in the first 
Prayer, and in the last, if more than 
one be said. If there are some to be 
communicated at the Mass, the Cele- 
brant having said the Secret Prayers, 
turns to the people with hands joined 
before his breast and eyes cast down 
to the ground, and says to them that 
come to receive Communion: Ye that 
do truly etc. The server in their 
name makes the Confession, saying: 
Almighty God, Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ etc. Then the Priest 
turning to the communicants with 
joined hands says: Almighty God, 
our heavenly Father etc., making 
the sign of the Cross over them at 
the words: pardon and deliver you. 
Then he says the Comfortable Words. 
Which ended he turns to the Altar 
and says the Preface. But if some 
present themselves for Communion 
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without warning, then the Confession 
is made and the Absolution given as 


is appointed below (No. 49). 


33- Having reached the end of the 
Secret, at the words Our only 
Mediator and Advocate only, the 
Priest standing in the midst of the 
Altar, extends his hands and lays 
them on either side upon it, saying 
with a suitable and distinct voice the 
Preface. When he says: Lift up 
your hearts, he extends his hands on 
either side and raises them to the 
height of his breast, so that the palm 
of one hand faces that of the other. 
When he says: Let us give thanks, 
he joins his hands; when he says: 
unto our Lord God, he raises his 
eyes and at once bows his head to 
the Cross. The response being made 
by the server: It is meet and right 
so to do, he raises and extends his 
hands as before, and continues the 
Preface, proper or common as the day 
requires. When he says the Sanctus, 
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he joins his hands before his breast, 
and bowing continues with the middle 
voice, the server meanwhile ringing 
the small bell. When he says: Blessed 
is he that cometh in the Name of the 
Lord etc., he stands up, and signs 
himself with the Cross from forehead 
to breast. 


34. Having finished the Preface, as 
above, the Priest standing afore the 
midst of the Altar turned towards it, 
extends and raises his hands some- 
what, and lifting up his eyes to God 
and immediately casting them down 
devoutly, with hands joined and placed 
on the Altar, bowing down pro- 
foundly, he begins the Canon, saying 
secretly: We do not presume, as in 
the Ordinary of the Mass. When he 
says: Grant us therefore, he kisses 
the Altar in the midst, and then 
stands upright with hands joined 
before his breast. When he says: 
so to eat the Fl*kesh of thy dear 
Son Jesus ** Christ and to drink his 
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Blk ood, he signs thrice over the 
Host and Chalice together with his 
right hand. Then with hands ex- 
tended before his breast, he con- 
tinues: that our sinful bodies etc. 


35. When he commemorates the 
Chief Bishop, he mentions him by 
name; if the See is vacant, this is 
omitted. When he commemorates 
the Bishop, he mentions specifically 
the name of the Archbishop, or Bishop 
of the Diocese, and not of another 
Superior, even if the Celebrant be 
exempt from all jurisdiction, or in 
that of another Bishop. But if the 
Bishop of the place in which Mass is 
celebrated be dead, this is omitted, 
and also if the Mass is celebrated in 
Rome. If the Celebrant is a Bishop 
or Archbishop, he prays for himself, 
God’s unworthy servant. 


36. When he makes the Com- 
memoration of the living, he joins 
his hands and raises them to his face 
or breast, and standing with hands 
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thus joined for a short time in silence, 
he bows his head slightly, and com- 
memorates Christ’s faithful who are 
alive, according to his intention, 
whose names, if he will, he mentions 
secretly ; it is not necessary, however, 
to express them, but only to have a 
mental recollection of them. The 
Celebrant can, if he intend to pray 
for more than one, that he be not 
wearisome to those present, make a 
mental recollection before the Mass 
of all those, both living and dead, for 
whom in the Mass itself he intends 
to pray, and in this place make a 
general commemoration altogether of 
those living, for whom he formed his 
intention to pray. 


37. Having made the commemora- 
tion of the living, he lowers and 
extends his hands as before and pro- 
ceeds to commemorate the Saints. 
Which ended, he bows his head to 
the Cross, and joins his hands. When 
he says: Almighty God, our heavenly 
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Father, he extends his hands together 
over the oblations, with the thumbs 
joined and crossed, and the palms 
of his hands spread open over the 
Chalice and Host, and holds them 
thus as far the words Hear us, O 
merciful Father: then he joins his 
hands and continues: And grant that 
we receiving; and when he says: 
these thy crea» tures of bresk ad and 
Wik ne, he signs thrice over the Host 
and Chalice together: when he says: 
his most bees Bo-kdy, he signs once 
over the Host only; and when he 
says: and are once over the 
Chalice only. Then he wipes his 
thumbs and forefingers, if necessary, 
on the Corporal, and says with the 
same voice, as before: Who in the 
same night that he was betrayed: and 
taking the Host between the thumb 
and forefinger of each hand, standing 
upright afore the midst of the Altar, 
he says: took bread, and raising his 
eyes to heaven and at once lowering 
them, bowing his head slightly, and 
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then holding the Host between the 
thumb and forefinger of his left hand, 
he makes the sign of the Cross over 
it with his right, saying: and when 
he had given * thanks, he brake it, 
and gave it to his disciples, saying: 
Take, eat. 


38. If there be a vessel with other 
Hosts to be consecrated, before he 
takes the Host he uncovers with his 
right hand the Ciborium or vessel 
containing them. When he has ended 
the above words, he places his elbows 
on the Altar, and standing with bowed 
head, pronounces the words of con- 
secration distinctly, reverently, and 
secretly, over the Host and over all 
together, if more are to be conse- 
crated; and holding his Host with 
his thumbs and forefingers only, he 
says: This is my Body etc. Having 
pronounced the words, the Celebrant, 
holding the Host between his thumbs 
and forefingers on the Altar, as afore- 
said, with the other fingers extended 
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and joined together (and the other 
Hosts, if more are to be consecrated, 
in the place on the Corporal where 
they were put at the beginning of 
Mass, or in the Ciborium), genu- 
flects and adores it, saying: Do this 
etc. Then rising up, he elevates 
the Host as far as he conveniently 
can, and keeping his eyes fixed 
upon it (which is also to be done 
at the elevation of the Chalice) 
reverently shews it to the people for 
their adoration: then with his right 
hand only he reverently replaces it on 
the Corporal in the same place from 
which he took it. And henceforward 
he does not disjoin his thumbs and 
forefingers, except when he must touch 
or handle the consecrated Host, until 
the ablution of the fingers after the 
Communion. 


39. Having replaced the consecrated 
Host on the Corporal, he genuflects 
and adores it; and if there be a vessel 
with other Hosts he covers it, as 
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above. While the Celebrant elevates 
the Host, the server, if the custom 
prevail, having lighted the torch 
(which is not extinguished until after 
the Priest has received the Precious 
Blood or has communicated any 
who are to be communicated at the 
Mass), raises with his left hand the 
lower edge of the Chasuble, that it 
hinder not the Celebrant in raising 
his arms, which he also does at the 
elevation of the Chalice; and rings 
the bell thrice at each elevation, or 
continuously until the Priest places 
the Host on the Corporal, and in 
like manner at the elevation of the 
Chalice. 


40. The Celebrant, having adored 
the Sacrament, rises and uncovers the 
Chalice, cleansing his fingers over it 
if necessary, which he must always do 
if any fragment adhere to his fingers ; 
and standing erect says: Likewise 
after supper, and taking the Chalice 
with both hands by the knop below 
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the bow], raises it slightly, and putting 
it down at once he says: he took the 
Cup etc. When he says: and when 
he had given + thanks, he bows his 
head, and holding the Chalice with 
his left hand below the bowl, signs 
over it with his right; and continues: 
he gave it to them etc., and holding 
it with both hands, the foot with the 
left and the knop below the bowl 
with the right, he places his elbows 
on the Altar, and with bowed head 
pronounces attentively, without pause, 
and secretly, the words of consecra- 
tion of the Precious Blood: For this 
is my Blood etc. Which said, he re- 
places the Chalice on the Corporal, 
and saying secretly: Do this etc., he 
genuflects and adores the Precious 
Blood. ‘Then he rises, and taking in 
both hands, as before, the Chalice 
with the Precious Blood, uncovered, 
he elevates it as far as he conveniently 
can, and shews it to the people for 
their adoration: then he replaces it 
where it was before, covering it with 
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his right hand with the Pall, and genu- 
flects and worships the Sacrament. 


41. Having replaced the Chalice and 
adored, the Priest standing before the 
Altar, with hands extended before his 
breast, says secretly: Wherefore, O 
Lord and heavenly Father etc. When 
he says: mercifully to accept, he joins 
his hands before his breast; and 
when he says: this owkr sacri-k 
fice, he places his left hand on the 
Altar within the Corporal, and with 
his right signs thrice over the Host 
and Chalice together, and once over 
the Host only and once over the 
Chalice only, when he says: of prak ise 
and thanks giving: then standing 
as before with hands extended, he 
continues: most humbly beseeching 
thee etc. When he says: And here 
we offer and present etc., he bows 
down afore the midst of the Altar 
with hands joined and placed upon 
it. When he says: all we who are 
partakers, he kisses the Altar, with 
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hands extended on either side and 
placed upon the Corporal. When he 
says: of this, he joins his hands; and 
signs with his right hand once over 
the Host only and once over the 
Chalice only, with his left hand placed 
on the Corporal, saying: ho’k ly 
Comm union, and when he says: 
heavenly benediction, he signs him- 
self from forehead to breast with the 
sign of the Cross, with his left hand 
placed below his breast; then he joins 
his hands. 


42. When he makes the Commem- 
oration of the Dead, he extends his 
hands and joins them before his breast, 
raising them to his face, and with his 
eyes fixed on the Sacrament upon the 
Altar, he makes commemoration of 
the faithful Departed, according to 
his intention, in the same manner as 
was said concerning the commemora- 
tion of the living. Having made the 
commemoration, he extends his hands 
and prays for them and for all who 
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rest in Christ; at the end he joins 
his hands and bows his head. 


43. When he says: And although 
we be unworthy, he raises his voice 
somewhat and with his right hand 
strikes his breast, his left hand being 
placed on the Corporal, and con- 
tinues secretly: through our manifold 
sins etc., standing up with hands 
extended as before, and remains thus 
while he prays for union with the 
Saints. When he says: not weighing 
our merits but pardoning our offences, 
he joins his hands before his breast: 
then he signs thrice with his right 
hand over the Host and Chalice 
together, saying: through Jesus *k 
Christ ** our Lord. Then with his 
right hand he uncovers the Chalice, 
and genuflects and adores the Sacra- 
ment; and rising, he reverently takes 
the Host between the thumb and 
forefinger of his right hand, and hold- 
ing the Chalice with his left by the 
knop below the bowl, signs thrice 
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with the Host over it from lip to lip, 
saying: By wh*kom, and with wh’kom, 
in the un*kity. Then he signs like- 
wise twice with the Host between 
the Chalice and his breast, saying: 
of the Holy Ghost all hon*F our 
and glory be *F unto thee. Then 
holding the Host over the Chalice 
with his right hand and the Chalice 
with his left, he elevates it a little 
together with the Host, saying: O 
Father almighty, and lowering them 
both tamediately places the Host on 
the Corporal, and if necessary cleanses 
his fingers over the Chalice, as above ; 
and joining his thumbs and forefingers 
as before, he covers the Chalice with 
the Pall, and genuflects and adores 
the Sacrament. 


44. The Celebrant, having covered 
the Chalice and adored the Sacrament, 
rises, and with hands extended on 
either side and placed upon the Altar 
within the Corporal, says with a 
distinct voice: World without end. 
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When he says: Let us pray, he joins 
his hands and bows his head to the 
Sacrament. When he says: Oar 
Father, he extends his hands before 
his breast, and standing with his eyes 
fixed upon the Sacrament, continues 
to the end. The server ges) 
answered: But deliver us from évil, 
the Celebrant says with a low voice: 
For thine is the kingdom etc. Amen, 
and with his right hand, keeping the 
thumb and forefinger joined, he 
cleanses the Paten lightly with the 
Purificator, and takes it between the 
fore and middle fingers ; then holding 
it upright on the Altar, with his left 
hand placed on the Corporal, he says 
secretly: Deliver us, we beseech thee 
etc. 

45. Before the Celebrant says: 
Mercifully grant peace, he raises. the 
Paten in his right hand from the 
Altar, and signs himself with it with 
the sign of the Cross, saying: Merci- 
fully grant peace in our days. When 
he signs himself he places his left 
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hand below his breast; then he kisses 
the Paten, and continuing: that de- 
fended etc., he slides the Paten under 
the Host, arranging it on the Paten 
with his left hand, uncovers the 
Chalice, and genuflects and adores 
the Sacrament. Then rising he takes 
the Host between the thumb and 
forefinger of his right hand, and 
holding it with them and with the 
thumb and forefinger of his left hand 
over the Chalice, he reverently breaks 
it in half, saying: Through the same 
our Lord fesus Christ thy Son, and 
puts the half which he holds between 
the thumb and forefinger of his right 
hand upon the Paten: from the other 
half which he holds in his left hand, 
he breaks off a particle with the thumb 
and forefinge r of his right hand, con- 
tinuin Who liveth and reigneth 
with thee etc., and holding the par- 
ticle in this Rand puts the half in 
his left hand upon the Paten with 
the other, while he says: in the unity 
of the Holy Ghost,one God. Holding 
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the particle in his right hand over 
the Chalice, and the Chalice by the 
knop below the bowl with his left, he 
says with a distinct voice: World 
without end. RZ. Amen, and signing 
thrice with the particle from lip to 
lip over the Chalice, he says: The 
eace of the Lord be alway with you. 
he server having answered: And 
with thy spirit, he puts the particle 
in his right hand into the Chalice, 
saying secretly: May this mingling 
etc. Then he cleanses his thumbs 
and forefingers lightly over the 
Chalice, and joins them; he covers 
the Chalice with the Pall, and genu- 
flects and adores the Sacrament. He 
rises, and standing with hands joined 
before his breast and his head bowed 
to the Sacrament, says with a distinct 
voice: O Lamb of God, that takest 
away the sins of the world; and 
placing his left hand on the Corporal, 
he strikes his breast with his right, 
saying: have mercy upon us: he does 
not rejoin his hands, but again strikes 
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his breast when he says the second 
time: have mercy upon us, and again 
a third time when he says: grant us 
thy peace. 


46. Then with hands joined and 
placed on the Altar, and his eyes 
fixed on the Sacrament, bowing some- 
what, he says secretly: O Lord Jesus 
Christ etc., and the other two Prayers 
as in the Ordinary of the Mass. 


47. If he celebrate for the Dead, he 
does not strike his breast at O Lamb of 
God, since he says: Grant them rest, 
nor does he say the first Prayer: O 
Lord Jesus Christ, who saidst to thine 
Apostles etc., but says the two follow- 
ing Prayers: O Lord Jesus Christ, 
Son of the living God etc., and O 
Lord Jesus Christ, I thine unworthy 
servant etc. Having said these 
Prayers, he genuflects and adores the 
Sacrament, and rising up says secretly : 
I will receive the bread of heaven 
etc.; which said, he takes both parts 
of the Host reverently from the 
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Paten with his right hand, places them 
between the thumb and forefinger of 
his left hand, and under them puts 
the Paten between the forefinger and 
middle finger of the same hand. 
Holding the two parts in this manner 
over the Paten with his left hand 
between the Chalice and his breast, 
and bowing somewhat, he strikes his 
breast three times, saying each time 
in a slightly raised voice: Lord | am 
not worthy, and continuing secretly: 
that thou shouldest come under my 
roof etc. Having said this the third 
time, he takes both parts of the Host 
from his left hand between the thumb 
and forefinger of his right, and with 
it signs himself with the sign of the 
Cross over the Paten, yet so that the 
Host does not pass beyond the edge 
of the Paten, saying: The Body of 
our Lord Jesus Christ which was given 
for me preserve my body and soul 
unto everlasting life. Amen; and 
bowing down with his elbows placed 
on the Altar, he reverently receives 
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both parts of the Host: this done, 
he puts down the Paten on the 
Corporal, and raising himself upright, 
with his thumbs and _forefingers 
joined, he joins his hands before his 
face, and spends a while in meditation 
on the most holy Sacrament. Then 
lowering his hands, he says secretly: 
What reward shall I give unto the 
Lord for all the benefits that he hath 
done unto me? Meanwhile he un- 
covers the Chalice, genuflects, rises, 
and takes the Paten, observing if 
there be any fragments on the Cor- 
poral, which he gathers up with the 
Paten; then he carefully cleanses the 
Paten with the thumb and forefinger 
of his right hand over the Chalice, 
and these fingers also lest any frag- 
ment remain on them. 


48. If there are consecrated Hosts 
on the Corporal to be reserved for 
another time, he makes a genuflection 
and then places them in the vessel 
prepared for this purpose, being careful 
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that no fragment however small 
remain on the Corporal ; if this should 
happen, he carefully puts it into the 
Chalice. Having cleansed the Paten, 
keeping his thumbs and forefingers 
joined, he takes the Chalice by the 
knop in his right hand and the Paten 
in his left, saying: I will receive the 
cup of salvation etc., and signing 
himself with the sign of the Cross 
with the Chalice, he says: The Blood 
of our Lord Jesus Christ etc., and 
holding the Paten with his left hand 
under the Chalice and standing upright 
he reverently receives the Precious 
Blood with the particle. This done, 
he says secretly: Grant, O Lord etc., 
and holds out the Chalice over the 
Altar to the server at the Epistle corner 
(who pours the wine into the Chalice) 
and receives the purification: then he 
washes his thumbs and forefingers in 
wine and water over the Chalice and 
wipes them with the Purificator, mean- 
while saying: May thy Flesh etc. 
He receives the ablution, holding the 
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purificator under the Chalice with his 
left hand, and wipes his mouth and 
the Chalice with the purificator; then 
he spreads the purificator over the 
Chalice and on it places the Paten 
and over it the Pall. Then he folds 
up the Corporal and puts it back in 
the burse, covers the Chalice with 
the veil and puts the burse on it, 
arranging it in the middle of the Altar 
as at the beginning of Mass. 


49- If there are any to be communi- 
cated at the Mass, the Priest, after 
receiving the Precious Blood and 
before the purification, makes a genu- 
flection, and places the consecrated 
particles in a pyx, or if there be only a 
few, upon the Paten, unless they were 
put at the beginning in a pyx or 
Ciborium. (If the Confession has not 
been made and the Absolution given 
before (No. 32), the server spreads 
the houselling-cloth and in the name 
of those that are to receive the 
Communion makes the Confession, 
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saying: Almighty God, Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ etc. Then the 
Priest again genuflects, and turning 
with joined hands at the Gospel corner 
towards the people, says: Almighty 
God, our heavenly Father etc., making 
the sign of the Cross over them at 
the words: pardon and deliver you.) 
Then he genuflects and takes in his 
left hand the pyx or Paten with the 
Sacrament, and in his right one par- 
ticle which he holds elevated a little 
over the Ciborium or Paten, making 
no Cross, and turns to the com- 
municantsand says: Behold the Lamb 
of God, behold him that taketh away 
the sins of the world. Then he says: 
Lord I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof, but 
speak the word only and my soul 
shall be healed. He repeats these 
words thrice, and going to the right 
of the communicants, that is to the 
Epistle side, delivers the Sacrament 
to each one, making with it the sign 
of the Cross over the pyx or Paten, 
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and saying at the same time: The 
Body of our Lord Jesus Christ which 
was given for thee preserve thy body 
and soul unto everlasting life. Amen. 
And in like manner when he delivers 
the Chalice to anyone he makes with 
it the sign of the Cross, saying: The 
Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ which 
was shed for thee preserve thy body 
and soul unto everlasting life. Amen. 
Having communicated every one he 
returns to the Altar, saying nothing ; 
neither does he give them the bless- 
ing, since he will give it at the end of 
Mass. If the particles were placed 
on the Corporal, he cleanses it with 
the Paten, and if there be any frag- 
ments upon it he puts them in the 
Chalice. Then he says secretly: 
Grant O Lord etc., and May thy 
Flesh etc., as above, and takes the 
ablutions. The server, holding in his 
right hand the vessel with wine and 
water and in his left the towel, 
delivers the ablution to the com- 
municants, a little after the Priest, 
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and the towel to wipe their mouths, 
where the custom prevails. 


50. If there remain any particles in 
the Chalice or other vessel until the 
end of Mass, everything shall be 
observed as is apppointed at the end 
of the Mass on Maundy Thursday. 


51. While the Celebrant, having 
taken the ablutions, arranges the 
Chalice on the Altar, the Missal is 
carried by the server to the Epistle 
corner and placed as at the Introit; 
the server then kneels at the Gospel 
corner as at the beginning of Mass. 
Then the Celebrant standing with 
hands joined reads the Antiphon 
called Communion: or, if it be the 
custom of the church in which he 
celebrates, standing in the same way 
he reads the Lord’s Prayer. This 
done, he goes with hands joined 
before his breast to the midst of the 
Altar; he kisses it, and turning from 
left to right to the people, says: The 
Lord be with you, and returning the 
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same way to the book he says the 
Postcommunion Prayers in the same 
manner as was appointed for the 
Collects, above; which also shall 
correspond to these both in number 
and order, and one of which shall be 
the Prayer: Almighty and everliving 
God, we most heartily thank thee etc. 


52. Having ended them he shuts 
the book, unless the last Gospel is to 
be read from the Missal, and with 
hands joined before his breast returns 
to the midst of the Altar, and there 
extending and raising his hands begins 
in the same voice, if it is to be said, 
Glory be to God on high, (unless this 
was. said after Kyrie eleison as is noted 
above No. 19). When he says: God, 
he joins his hands and bows his head 
to the Cross; then standing upright 
with hands joined before his breast 
continues to the end. When he says: 
We worship thee, We give thanks to 
thee, and Jesu Christ, Receive our 
prayer, and again Jesu Christ, he 
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bows his head to the Cross. When 
he says at the end: With the Holy 
Ghost, he signs himself from forehead 
to breast while finishing: in the glory 
of God the Father. Amen. Then 
he kisses the Altar, and turning to 
the people says, as above: The Lord 
be with you, and then standing with 
hands joined before his breast toward 
the people, he says, if it is to be said: 
Depart in peace, and turns back the 
same way to the Altar. If it is not 
to be said, having said the Lord be 
with you, he turns back the same way 
to the midst of the Altar, and there 
standing towards it with hands joined 
before his breast, he says: Let us 
bless the Lord. In Masses of the 
Dead he stands in the same way 
towards the Altar, and says: May 
they rest in peace. 


53- In Lent from Ash Wednesday 
till the Wednesday in Holy Week 
in Masses of the season, when the 
Celebrant has said the Postcommunion 
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Prayers with their accustomed end- 
ings, before he says: The Lord be 
with you, standing in the same place 
before the book, he says: Let us 
pray. Bow down before the Lord, 
and bowing his head and extending 
his hands, he adds in the same voice 
the Prayer over the people, set in 
that place, and having ended it, he 
kisses the Altar and turns to the 
people saying: The Lord be with 
you, and the rest, as above. 


54. Having said Depart in peace or 
Let us bless the Lord, as above, the 
Celebrant, standing afore the midst of 
the Altar with hands joined and placed 
upon it and with head bowed, says 
secretly: May it please thee, O holy 
Trinity etc. This said, he extends 
his hands and placing them on either 
side upon the Altar, kisses it in the 
midst ; then rising up and still stand- 
ing towards it, he says: The peace of 
God which passeth all understanding 
etc. ; then raising his eyes to heaven 
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together with his hands, which he ex- 
tends and then joins, and bowing his 
head to the Cross, he says in a 
distinct voice: And the blessing of 
God almighty, and turning, with 
hands joined and eyes downcast to 
the ground, from left to right to the 
people, he puts out his right hand, 
placing his left below his breast, and 
blesses the people once, saying: the 
Father, the Son, * and the Holy 
Ghost etc. RZ. Amen; and complet- 
ing the circle he goes to the Gospel 
corner, and there having said the 
Lord be with you. RZ. And with ai 
spirit, he signs with his right thum 

first the Altar, or the book at the 
beginning of the Gospel, with the 
sign of the Cross, and then his fore- 
head, lips and breast, saying: The 
beginning of the holy Gospel accord- 
ing to John, or The continuation of 
the holy Gospel etc., as is directed in 
the general Rubricks, RZ. Glory be to 
thee O Lord, and with hands joined he 
reads the Gospel: In the beginning, 
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or other, as is ordered. When 
he says: And the Word was made 
flesh, he genuflects towards the Gos- 
pel corner, and rising up continues 
as before; at the end the server, 
standing at the Epistle side, answers: 
Thanks be to God. 


55. If he has celebrated in presence 

of an Archbishop in his province, or 
Bishop in his Diocese, the Celebrant, 
having said May it please thee, O 
holy Finity etc., and The peace of 
God etc., says: And the blessing of 
God almighty, and turning round 
bows his head to the Prelate, as if 
asking leave to bless, and continues: 
the Father, the Son, +kand the Holy 
Ghost, blessing those who are on the 
side where the aforesaid Prelate is 
not. But if he has celebrated in 
presence of an Archbishop or Bishop 
outside their Diocese, without more 
mark of respect to them than to the 
rest, he blesses in the accustomed 
manner. 
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56. If he has celebrated for the 
Dead, having said: May it please 
thee, O holy Trinity, as above, he 
kisses the Altar and goes to the 
Gospel corner, omitting the blessing, 
which is not given at Masses of the 
Dead, and reads the Gospel of St. John. 


57- If he has celebrated in presence 
of an Archbishop or Bishop, having 
ended the Gospel at the end of Mass, 
he turns to him in whose presence he 
has celebrated, and makes the due 
reverence. If he has not celebrated 
in presence of any of the aforesaid, 
this reverence is omitted. 


58. All this being done, the server 
puts out the candles; meanwhile the 
Celebrant takes the Chalice in his 
left hand, placing his right hand upon 
the burse, that nothing fall; then he 
descends before the lowest step of 
the Altar, and there turning towards 
it in the midst, bows his head (or if 
the tabernacle of the most holy Sacra- 
ment be on it, he genuflects): and 
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having made the reverence, he takes 
the biretta from the server, covers 
his head, and preceded by the server 
returns to the Sacristy in the same 
manner as he came, meanwhile saying 
the Antiphon Trium puerorum, and 
the Canticle Benedicite. If he is 
going to unvest at the Altar where 
he has celebrated, having ended the 
aforesaid Gospel, he lays the vest- 
ments aside there, saying the Anti- 
phon Trium puerorum with the 
Canticle and other Prayers, as are set 
forth in their place. 


59. A Bishop blesses the people 
thrice, even at low Mass, as is directed 
in the Ceremonial. 


60. At Mass for the Dead, the 
Psalm Give sentence is not said, but 
having said the Antiphon: I will go 
unto the Altar of God, and the server 
having answered: Even unto the 
God of my joy and gladness, he says 

. Our help etc., and the Confession 
with the rest as above. When the 
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Celebrant begins the Introit at the 
Altar, he does not sign himself, but 
extends his right hand and makes the 
sign of the Cross over the book, as if 
blessing someone. He does not say: 
Glory * to the Father, but after the 
Psalm repeats: Rest eternal; nor 
does he say: Glory be to God on 
high, nor Alleluia, nor Pray, Lord, 
give me thy blessing, nor the Lord 
be in my heart; nor does he kiss the 
book at the end of the Gospel. The 
Creed is not said, nor is the water 
blessed to be put in the Chalice, but 
he says the Prayer: O God who hast 
laid etc. When he washes his hands 
at the end of the Psalm Lavabo he 
does not say: Glory be to the Father. 
At the Agnus Dei he does not say: 
have mercy upon us, but in its place 
grant them rest; and the third time 
he does not say: grant us thy peace, 
but in its place grant them rest ever- 
lasting, and he does not strike his 
breast. The first Prayer before Com- 
munion, namely O Lord Jesus ‘Christ

who saidst to thy Apostles etc., is 
not said. At the end he does not 
say: Depart in peace, nor Let us 
bless the Lord, but May they rest in 
peace. The Blessing is not given; 
but having said May it please thee, 
he kisses the Altar and says, as above: 
In the beginning was the Word etc. 
All else is done as at other Masses.

Manner of Serving 
Tow Mass 


1. The Server at Low Mass should, 
strictly, be a Clerk: by custom, how- 
ever, Laymen are now allowed to 
serve the Altar. There should be 
only one Server, but when Mass is 
sung without Deacon and Subdeacon 
two are required. 


2. The Server, if required, may wear 
cassock and cotta, but caps of any kind 
are forbidden at Low Mass. Gloves 
may not be worn. 


3. In the sacristy he will stand at the 
Priest’s left hand, and help him to 
vest, handing him in order the amice, 
alb, girdle, maniple, and stole. Those 
vestments marked with a Cross he will 
put to his lips, but he will not kiss 
them. 
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4. He will arrange the chasuble so 
that the Priest may conveniently put 
it on himself, but, if desired, he will 
help him. The Server must be care- 
ful to see that the vestments appear 
properly put on, that the alb hangs 
evenly, and at a proper height from 
the ground, that the Cross of the stole 
is in the middle, at the lower part of 
the neck, and arranged so that the 
chasuble covers it. He will also take 
care that the chasuble hangs straight. 


& Before leaving the sacristy with 
the Priest, the Server will see that 
the cruets for the wine and water are 
on the credence and sufficiently filled, 
and that the basin and towel are in 
their place. If necessary he will also 
light the candles on the Altar, lighting 
first the one on the Epistle side; and 
if ever more than two candles are 
required, as at a Prelate’s Mass, he 
will begin with those nearest the Cross. 
He should be careful not to rest his 
left hand on the table of the Altar. 
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He should always genuflect in passing 
before the Cross, even though the 
Blessed Sacrament be not present in 
the Tabernacle, unless it be contrary 
to the custom of the church, 


6. When carrying the Missal, he 
will take care not to displace the 
markers, which the Priest has arranged, 
and to hold it with both hands, straight 
before the breast, having the opening 
on his left. He must be careful to 
take the same Missal which the Priest 
has prepared and not another. 


7. Before proceeding to the Altar, 
the Server will ring the Sacristy bell, 
if there be one, to let the people know 
that a Mass is about to begin. Then 
he will bow to the Cross or image of 
the Sacristy, and to the Celebrant. At 
the door of the Church he will take 
holy water himself, but will not offer 
any to the Priest. 


8. He should take care not to leave 
the Sacristy whilst the Elevation is 
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taking place at any of the Altars, or 
when it is about to take place. 


g. The Server should quietly ask 
any that are kneeling to make way 
for the Priest, signing to them to 
withdraw their feet, or to stand up, if 
necessary: he will do the same on 
returning to the Sacristy. Having 
arrived in the middle of the church, 
he will genuflect with the right knee 
to the High Altar, though only the 
Cross be on it; and also to any other 
Altar where the Blessed Sacrament is 
present, from the Elevation to the 
end of the Communion. He will do 
so simultaneously with the Priest. 


10. Should it happen that the Eleva- 
tion of the Most Holy Sacrament is 
taking place at any Altar, the Server 
will quickly take the Celebrant’s 
biretta, and kneel on both knees ; he 
will kiss and present it before rising. 


11. Having arrived at the Altar, he 
will take the Celebrant’s biretta with 
his right hand, kiss the Priest’s hand, 
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and the biretta, which he should not 
place upon the Missal. He then 
genuflects to the Cross, on the pave- 
ment (not on the step), even if it be 
not the Altar of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. He should genuflect in the 
same manner as often as he has 
occasion to pass before the Altar, in 
moving the Missal from one side to 
the other, and the like, with the 
exception noted (No. 5). 


12. The Missal should then be placed 
closed upon the cushion or stand at 
the Epistle side of the Altar, with the 
opening of the book towards the 
Chalice: in doing this, the Server 
should not ascend before the Priest, 
and if possible should avoid standing 
on the predella. The biretta should 
never be left upon the Altar, but upon 
the credence or elsewhere. If the 
Missal has been prepared beforehand 
upon the Altar, the Server will walk 
with hands joined, and take the biretta 
to the credence at once. 
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13. The Server must not open the 
Missal. He should not leave the 
Priest alone at the Altar, except for 
some urgent reason. He will always 
kneel or stand below the steps on 
the side opposite to the Missal. There 
is but one exception, namely when 
the book is closed during the last 
Gospel, at which time he kneels upon 
the same side as the book, i.e., at the 
Epistle corner below the steps. 


14- He will proceed to the Gospel 
side, making a genuflection in the 
centre. In genuflecting he will not 
bend himself in an ungraceful manner, 
but descend straight to the ground 
on the right knee, with his back erect 
and face turned towards the Altar. 


15. Should the Priest have put the 
burse of the corporal where it is liable 
to be stained by wax from the candles, 
the Server will put it in a better 
position ; he will also do the same at 
the proper time with regard to the 
veil of the Chalice.

Serving Low Mass 


17. He kneels, with hands joined, 
on the pavement upon which the 
Celebrant stands.) He may kneel 
upon the step after the Priest has 
ascended to the Altar. He will 
answer with a clear but restrained 
tone of voice, taking care to pronounce 
the words entire, not halving, leaving 
out, or proceeding with too much 
haste. It is well that he should know 
by heart the whole of the answers for 
the Mass. 


18. Throughout the Mass he should 
be in uniformity with the Priest, in 
making the sign of the Cross, genu- 
flecting, striking the breast, inclining, 
etc. He should attend only to his 
sacred business, neither reading prayers 
nor meditations, nor staring about, 
but worshipping God with his heart 
and in performing his duties. To 
serve Mass well is the highest ministry 
of the Server. At the Psalm Give 
sentence, at the Kyrie eleison, or at the 
Ten Commandments, and the rest, the

The Manner of 


Server should be careful to answer 
alternately with the Priest, and not 
to anticipate him, lest he become 
confused. 


20. When the Priest has made the 
Confession, he will not answer Amen, 
but, immediately turning towards him, 
say, Almighty God have mercy, etc. 


21. He will say the Confession, 
bowing profoundly, and turn towards 
the Celebrant at the words, To thee, 
Father . . . thee, Father: He bows 
his head during the whole of Almighty 
God have mercy upon you, etc. 


22. When the Priest ascends to the 
Altar, the Server with his right hand, 
will raise a little the edge of the vest- 
ments in front, lest the Priest tread 
upon them. The Priest having as- 
cended, the Server may kneel on the 
step, having his hands joined, and his 
face turned towards the Altar. 


23. The Priest, being the first to say 
the Kyrie, or Commandments, should 
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be answered deliberately, and in due 
order. When the Priest says The 
Lord be with you, the Server will 
slightly bow his head and answer And 
with thy spirit. 


24. Having answered Thanks be to 
God, at the end of the Epistle, the 
Server will proceed (with proper 
genuflexions) to carry the Missal to 
the Gospel side of the Altar, taking 
care not to touch the Priest with the 
Book, to avoid which he should come 
down from the predella. He will wait 
with his face towards the Altar, at the 
right of the Celebrant, until he has 
retired from the book. Having placed 
the book upon the Altar, he returns 
immediately to the Epistle corner 
below the steps. 


25. If whilst the Gospel is being 
read, the Elevation is taking place at 
any adjacent Altar—or if Holy Com- 
munion is being given, and the church 
be small—the Server should not 
remain standing but kneel. 
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26. Whilst the Gospel is being read 
he should not prepare the cruets, but 
remain standing; and after it is 
finished, whether the Creed is said or 
not, he will kneel till the Priest has 
said The Lord be with you, after which 
he rises, genuflects, and goes to the 
credence, or elsewhere, to prepare 
the cruets. 


27. Should the Celebrant give him 
the veil of the Chalice, he will fold 
it; and if the Altar be large enough, 
leave it there near the Altar-card, but 
beyond the Corporal, on the Epistle 
side. Should, however the Altar be 
narrow and there be a danger of the 
veil being stained by wax from the 
candles, he should carry it to the 
credence, or elsewhere. Should the 
Priest himself fold it, the Server will 
observe what has been mentioned 
above respecting the burse (No. 15). 


28. Standing if possible beyond the 
predella, he will spread the napkin 
on the Altar, and place upon it the 
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plate with the cruets uncovered. To 
prevent staining the linens, the cruets, 
without the plate, should not be 


placed on the napkin or on the Altar- . 


cloth. 


29. He will take the wine-cruet 
with his right hand, kiss it, and having 
inclined his head to the Priest, pre- 
sent it to him. He then takes that 
which contains the water, and holds 
it also in his right hand; after the 
Priest has blessed it, he gives it to 
him in precisely the same manner : 
he receives the former with his left 
hand, and places it on the credence, 
and not on the Altar-cloth. Having 
received the water-cruet he kisses it 
as above. There is an exception to 
this; when the Mass is for the Dead, 
or when the Blessed Sacrament is 
exposed, or consecrated for the Ex- 
position, neither the cruets, nor any- 
thing else which has to be presented 
to the Priest, should be kissed. 


30. He will see that neither his 
13 
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hands nor his arms may rest upon 
the Altar, but that he maintains a 
composed and reverential standing 
position. 


31. When the Celebrant comes to 
wash his fingers, the Server, having 
adjusted the towel in such a way that 
it may readily be taken up, will hold 
the basin in his left hand, and the 
cruet in his right; then, kissing the 
cruet, he will gently pour out the 
water, always through the small spout, 
and in the middle, not scattering the 
water here and there over the hands 
of the Priest. In doing this he should 
always stand away from the Altar, 
and below the predella, making a 
profound reverence before and after. 


32. When he has received the nap- 
kin from the Priest, he will kiss it, 
and make an inclination of the head. 
He will not leave the napkin extended 
upon the Altar, but fold it and place 
it with the cruets. 
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33. If the Most Holy Sacrament be 
exposed, he will not ascend to the 
Altar, but stand on the pavement 
facing the Altar, and there minister 
the water and napkin without kisses. 


34. Then taking the bell (without 
sounding it), he will return to his place 
and kneel, not omitting the proper 
genuflexion. 


35. At the Let us pray, the Server 
waits till the Priest has turned to the 
Altar, and then begins The Lord re- 
ceive: for this he will kneel where he 
happens to be at the time. If Com- 
munion is to be given, he will start 
the Confession, directly the Priest 
turns back to the Altar after the 
Invitation. 


36. At the Sanctus he will bow his 
head a little, and ring the bell moder- 
ately thrice. He should not strike his 
breast, but at the Benedictus make the 
sign of the Cross on himself. 
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37. At the Commemoration of the 
Living, or a little earlier, he will pro- 
ceed to light the small candle for the 
Elevation, where the custom prevails. 


38. At the same time that the Priest 
spreads his hands over the oblation, 
he will gently ring the bell once, 
then approach the Priest for the Ele- 
vation, kneeling on the predella, not 
immediately behind the Priest, but a 
little towards the Epistle side. He 
will take the chasuble in his left hand, 
not drawing it towards himself, but 
only lifting it when the Priest elevates 
the Host and Chalice, and not when 
he genuflects, for then it should not 
be held. He should not begin to 
sound the bell till the Consecration is 
made. He then rings it thrice during 
the Elevation of the Host, and thrice 
during that of the Chalice, keeping to- 
gether with the Celebrant—that is, 
when he genuflects, when he elevates 
the Sacred Species, and again when he 
is about to genuflect. He should not 
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kiss the chasuble, either before or after. 
At the Elevation, he will bow down to 
the Most Holy Sacrament in profound 
adoration. 


39. At the O Lamb of God he will 
strike his breast three times at the 
same time as the Priest, but not in 
Masses for the Dead. 


40. When the Priest, after the Com- 
munion of the Host, signs himselt 
with the Chalice previous to his re- 
ceiving the Precious Blood, then, and 
not before, the Server will rise, make 
the usual genuflexion, carry the bell 
to the credence, and proceed to mini- 
ster the cruets. If the Altar be that 
of the Blessed Sacrament he should 
genuflect on the step before and after, 
and if for any reason the Tabernacle 
door be open. he will kneel till the 
door is closed. 


41. At Lord I am not worthy he will 
ring the bell thrice, and if any approach 
for Holy Communion, he will spread 
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the Communion cloth and if necessary 
help to sustain it. If not he will 
withdraw and kneel on the Epistle 
side. 


42. The Server will take both the 
cruets at the same time, in order to 
pour out the wine and water for the 
purification of the Priest’s fingers. He 
will, if possible, stand below the pre- 
della, and not incline over the table of 
the Altar, observing also the usual 
kisses and reverences. He should be 
careful never to touch, with cruets or 
his hands, either the fingers of the 
Priest or the Chalice. In withdrawing 
the cruets, he will take care that no 
wine or water fall upon the Celebrant’s 
hands, on the foot of the chalice, or on 
the Altar cloth. 


43. The cruets will be carried to 
their proper place and covered (and 
the Elevation candle extinguished). 
All should be done briskly but with 


reverence, 
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44. The Missal, with its cushion 
or stand, should then be removed to 
the Epistle side of the Altar, the Ser- 
ver making the proper genuflexions. 
Which done, he returns to the Gospel 
corner, and kneels till after the Priest’s 
benediction. 


45. When the Gospel of St. John is 
not said, but some other Gospel, he 
will carry the Missal which the Priest 
has left open, to the Gospel side, after 
the Priest has said Depart in peace, 
or, Let us bless the Lord. He will 
kneel at the centre for the Priest’s 
blessing, and then kneel at the 
Fpistle corner. 


46. Having taken the Missal in his 
hand, and descended from the Altar 
with the Priest (taking care not to 
walk backwards), he will fetch the 
biretta. As the Priest makes his 
reverence, he will genuflect, and then 
(not before) he will kiss the biretta, 
and present it with his right hand in 
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such a manner that it may conveni- 
ently be taken, kissing also the Priest’s 
hand. When the prayers are said at 
the foot of the Altar by the Priest 
at the end of Low Mass, he will 
kneel and not take the Missal and 
biretta, till the Celebrant takes the 
Chalice. 


47-On reaching the sacristy, the 
Server will step a little aside, and as 
the Priest passes him, make a pro- 
found reverence: he will also bow in 
the same manner to the Cross or 
image of the sacristy. Having laid 
aside the Missal, he will stand on 
the left and assist the Priest to un- 
vest, kissing those vestments that are 
marked with a Cross, viz. the stole, 
maniple, and amice. In taking the 
alb he should so raise it that it may 
not trail on the ground. When the 
Priest again washes his hands, he will 
assist as before. When all is done, 
he will make a final reverence to the 
Priest. 
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48. He then returns to the Altar, 
where having first made the proper 
genuflexions, he puts out the candles, 
first on the Epistle side, and then on 
the Gospel. Should there be several 
candles burning, he will begin with 
the last, that is, the farthest from the 
Cross, and so on successively till all 
are extinguished. They should not 
be left smoking, as is too often the 
case, nor should they be blown out. 


g. Should he, however, extinguish 
the candles before leaving the Altar 
with the Priest, in order that they 
may remain lighted till the end of the 
Gospel, he will first extinguish that 
on the Gospel side, but yet not before 
he has answered, Thanks be to God ; 
afterwards that on the Epistle side, as 
prescribed above. 


50. When Low Mass takes place in 
the presence of the Most Holy Sacra- 
ment exposed, the Server should not 
ring the bell at the Sanctus or Eleva- 
tion, there being then no occasion to 
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excite the faithful to adoration, since 
public exposition is ordained for that 
purpose. This will also be observed 
during the time of High Mass, or 
other solemn functions, as funerals, 
processions, etc., in order not to 
oblige the ministers and choir to kneel 
at a time when they should be stand- 
ing or sitting. 
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
